FBI  Questions  Northampton  Lesbians

NORTHAMPTON.  MA  — 
While  a  man  suspected  of 
threatening  the  lives  of  several 
local  lesbians  awaits  trial  here,  at 
least  one  agent  of  the  Federal 
Bureau  of  Investigation  has 
pressured  women  involved  in  that 
case  to  provide  him  with  informa¬ 
tion  for  a  separate  investigation 


women  believe  may  be  related  to 
the  threats  from  SHUN. 

On  February  8,  a  group  of  les¬ 
bians  met  with  Northampton 
Mayor  David  Musante,  Hamp¬ 
shire  Country  District  Attorney 
Michael  Ryan,  Assistant  District 
Attorney  David  Angier  and  two 
local  police  detectives  to  discuss

into  lesbian  and  gay  participation 
in  progressive  and  radical  political 
movements. 

One  woman  who  was  interro¬ 
gated  by  the  FBI  agreed  to  describe 
her  experiences  to  GCN  on  the 
condition  that  her  name  not  be 
used.  The  woman  is  one  of  many 
in  the  Northampton  area  who  have 
organized  themselves  in  the  face  of 
a  scries  of  anti-lesbian  threats, 
assaults  and  rapes  in  the  western 
Massachusetts  town  of  30, (XX). 

The  trouble  began  last 
December,  when  Bet  Birdfish,  the 
archivist  of  Northampton's  New 
Alexandria  I.esbian  Library, 
received  the  first  of  a  series  of 
harassing  telephone  calls. 

“I  think  you  lesbians  arc 
scum,”  an  anonymous  caller 
stated  on  Birdfish’s  answering 
machine.  “You’re  the  sickest  things 
on  earth.  You’re  the  most  dis¬ 
gusting  things  that  have  ever  come 
to  Northampton.  We  will  never  ac¬ 
cept  homosexuality  or  lesbianism 
in  our  town  anymore  [sic].”  Later 
that  evening,  a  man  called  and 
threatened  to  break  into  Birdfish’s 
apartment. 

The  calls  to  Birdfish  and  other 
lesbians  continued  and  on  January 
29  a  group  calling  itself  SHUN 
(Stop  Homosexual  Unity  Now) 
left  a  note  under  the  door  of 
Womonfyre  Books  pledging  to 
“route  out  and  expel  this  extremist 
homosexual  germ  by  peaceful  or 
violent  means  [sic].” 

Last  fall,  two  area  lesbians  were 
raped  and  a  third  was  severely 
beaten  in  incidents  which  some 


the  harassment.  As  a  result  of  that 
meeting,  a  task  force  including  the 
officials  and  a  panel  of  four  les¬ 
bians  and  two  gay  men  met  twice 
to  evaluate  the  investigation  by 
Northampton  detectives.  After  the 
second  meeting,  however.  Mayor 
Musante  withdrew  himself  and  the 
police  department  from  the  task 
force,  saying  he  was  satisfied  with 
the  investigation.  Last  May, 
Musante  refused  a  request  for  his 
endorsement  of  the  Northampton 
lesbian  and  gay  pride  march, 
which  served  the  dual  purpose  of  a 
pride  march  and  a  demonstration 
against  the  anti-lesbian  violence. 
Instead,  Musante  chose  to  issue  a 
statement  condemning  the  harass¬ 
ment  . 

Officers  from  the  Massachusetts 
State  Police  Crime  Prevention  and 
Control  unit  (CPAC)  later  joined 
the  investigation.  Based  on  infor¬ 
mation  gained  from  a  “trap”  .set 
by  New  England  Telephone,  state 
troopers  arrested  Northampton 
resident  Robert  Kremensky  on 
August  5.  Kremensky  faces 
charges  of  making  annoying 
phone  calls,  threatening  to  commit 
a  crime,  and  violations  of  civil 
rights.  A  disposition  hearing  on 
the  case  has  been  .scheduled  for 
October  1 1 . 

Several  months  ago,  a  lesbian 
who  had  received  death  threats 
and  has  spent  several  months 
aiding  in  the  investigation  was 
asked  by  a  state  trooper  to  identify 
photographs  of  two  persons. 

“I’ve  looked  at  a  whole  lot  of 
pictures  of  people  who  were 


Substantial  Evidence’ 
Found  in  Gay  Life  Case

CHICAGO  —  The  Illinois 
Department  of  Human  Rights 
has  handed  down  findings  of 
“substantial  evidence”  support¬ 
ing  the  sex  discrimination 
charges  filed  by  two  women 
against  their  former  employer, 
Chicago’s  GayLife  newspaper. 
(Sec  GCN  Voi.  10.  No.  45.) 

In  letters  dated  August  30, 
Chris  Heim  and  Mary  Kay  Ryan 
were  notified  that  the  director  of 
the  Department  of  Human 
Rights  “has  determined  that 
there  is  substantial  evidence  that 
a  civil  rights  violation  has  been 
committed”  in  connection  with 
their  terminations  from  posi¬ 
tions  with  GayLife  over  a  two 
week  period  last  fall.  A  second 
complaint  filed  by  Ryan  of  hav¬ 
ing  been  given  unequal  job  as¬ 
signments  was  dismissed  as  lack¬ 
ing  in  substantial  evidence  to 
warrant  further  departmental 
action.  These  determinations 
were  based  on  considerations  of 
testimony  given  at  a  fact-finding 
hearing  in  June. 

As  GCN  goes  to  press,  the 
Department  of  Human  Rights 


confirmed  that  it  is  mediating 
negotiations  between  the  parties 
in  an  attempt  to  reach  a  .settle¬ 
ment.  If  no  settlement  is  reached 
by  September  26,  the  Depart¬ 
ment  must  file  for  a  public  hear¬ 
ing  to  be  held  before  the  Human 
Rights  Commission  w'ithin 
another  30-90  days.  Ryan  may 
also  file  a  request  for  review  of 
the  negative  finding  in  her  case 
by  October  1 1 . 

Heim  and  Ryan  have  declined 
to  comment  on  the  conciliation 
efforts,  pending  their  resolu¬ 
tion.  Repeated  calls  to 
GayLife's  publisher  Chuck 
Renslow  and  attorney  Ron 
Ehemann  were  not  returned  by 
press  time. 

The  sex  discrimination  com¬ 
plaints  against  GayLife  have  at¬ 
tracted  attention  from  lesbians 
and  gay  and  feminist  activists 
both  locally  and  nationally, 
sparking  discussion  of  the  role 
and  responsibilities  of  the  gay 
press  in  addressing  issues  of  sex¬ 
ism  both  in  internal  manage¬ 
ment  and  editorial  policy, 
according  to  Chicago  activists. 


SHUN  suspects,”  the  woman  told 
GCN.  “So  I  was  very  used  to 
people  throwing  pictures  at  me 
across  the  desk  and  saying  ‘Do  you 
know  this  guy?’  I  said  ‘Who  are 
they?’  and  he  said  ‘They’re 
Brink’s  robbery  suspects.’  ” 

The  woman  said  she  did  not 
recognize  the  two,  and  the  conver¬ 
sation  returned  to  the  topic  of 
harassment  in  Northampton.  Fhe 
trooper  apparently  was  referring 
to  the  October  20.  1981  robbery  of 
a  Brink’s  armored  truck  in 
Nanuct,  New  York. 

Then,  several  weeks  ago,  the, 
woman  received  word  from  a 
friend  that  an  FBI  agent  had 
repeatedly  inquired  after  her.  The 
friend  said  the  FBI  agent  wauled 
to  ask  the  woman  to  look  at  pic¬ 


tures  of  Brink’s  robbery  suspects. 

“I  said  ‘That’s  stupiil,  I’ve 
already  seen  them,  so  tell  the  guy 
I’ve  already  seen  them,  I  don’t 
know  iheguy,  1  honestly  don’t.’  ” 

The  friend  relayed  the  message 
to  the  agent,  but  the  agent  insisted 
on  seeing  the  woman  personally, 
and  repeatedly  visited  the 
woman’s  friend  to  inquire  after 
her.  The  friend  complained  to  the 
woman  that  the  FBI  was  hounding 
her  and  asked  her  to  go  to  the  FBI 
and  settle  the  matter  herself. 

“So,”  the  woman  told  G('N. 
“not  knowing  exactly  what  was 
going  on.  1  decided  to  go  over  and 
tell  him  I’d  seen  the  pictures  and 
tell  him  I  didn’t  knenv  them,  leave 
me  alone.” 

The  woman  called  the  investi¬ 


gators  and  suggested  that  they 
meet  at  the  Hampshire  County 
District  .Attorney’s  Office.  When 
shearrixed  at  the  office,  however, 
the  woman  found  State  I  rooper 
.lohn  Gibbons,  an  invest igaim  in 
the  harassment  ctise.  and  a  man 
who  later  idcniiricii  himself  as 
Stephen  Morrill  of  the  FBI. 
Morrill  lokl  the  woman  ihev 
would  not  meet  in  the  disiriel  at¬ 
torney’s  offiee,  but  in  anoihei 
room  at  the  eouri house. 

“He  gave  me  a  little  itilk,"  the 
woman  li'kl  G('N.  “He  saiti 
‘Well,  you’ve  hail  good  experi¬ 
ences  now  with  law  enl'orcemeni, 
so  maybe  you’ll  be  willing  to 
cooperate  with  us.’

Lower  Court  Upheld  in  Hill  Case 

Immigration  Service 
Must  Admit  Gay  Visitors

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  A  federal 
appeals  court  upheld  a  lower  court 
ruling  to  strip  the  Immigration  and 
Naturalization  Service  (INS)  of  its 
power  to  bar  gay  and  lesbian  visit¬ 
ors  from  this  country. 

Although  the  court  did  not  af¬ 
firm  the  civil  rights  of  gay  and  les¬ 
bian  visitors  to  enter  the  country, 
it  did  bind  the  INS  to  the  letter  of 
the  law.  One  gay  attorney  pointed 
out  that  while  this  in  no  way 
diminishes  the  legal  victory  won  by 
the  National  Gay  Rights  Advo¬ 
cates  and  other  groups  working  on 
the  case,  the  technical  nature  of 
the  decision  highlights  the  need  for 
legislative  reform  of  the  immigra¬ 
tion  laws. 

The  Ninth  Circuit  Court  of  Ap¬ 
peals  issued  its  opinion  on  Sept.  7, 
saying  the  INS  is  expressly  re¬ 
quired  by  Congress  to  obtain 
Public  Health  Service  (PHS)  cer¬ 
tificates  verifying  that  gay  and  les¬ 
bian  tourists  are  “sexual  deviants” 
before  they  can  be  denied  entry. 

However,  the  surgeon  general  in 
1979  ordered  the  PHS  to  stop  issu¬ 
ing  the  certificates  since  homosex¬ 
uality  was  no  longer  considered 
deviant  by  the  American  Psychi¬ 
atric  Association,  which  left  the 
INS  in  the  position  of  enforcing 
regulations  for  which  it  no  longer 
had  the  prescribed  mechanisms. 
The  INS  then  attempted  to  exclude 
gays  without  obtaining  the  cer¬ 
tification,  simply  using  a  person’s 
admission  of  homosexuality  as 
proof  of  “deviance.” 

The  court  outlawed  this  practice 
saying  in  its  opinion,  “The  import 
of  this  section  is  that  immigration 
officers  are  not  to  perform  physi¬ 
cal  and  mental  examinations  by 
obtaining  admissions;  doctors  are 
to  perform  the  mental  and  physi¬ 
cal  examinations.” 

The  ruling  may  be  the  final 
ehapter  in  a  complex  case  which 
began  in  June,  1979.  The  INS 
denied  entry  to  British  gay  man, 
Carl  Hill,  when  they  noticed  a  but¬ 
ton  he  wore  reading  “Stonewall 
’69,  Gay  Pride  ’79.”  Hill  was  a 
reporter  for  London’s  Gay  News 
and  had  come  to  San  Francisco  to 
cover  the  1979  Lesbian/Gay  Free¬ 
dom  Day.  A  series  of  lawsuits  in¬ 
itiated  by  Hill  and  other  gay  ac¬ 
tivists  in  the  Bay  Area  has  drama¬ 
tically  changed  INS  policy  as  it 
relates  to  gay  visitors. 


According  to  Leonard  Graff  of 
the  National  Gay  Rights  Associ¬ 
ates  in  San  Fiancisco,  the  ruling 
“means  the  INS  can  no  longer  bar 
gay  visitors  to  this  coimtry  just 
because  they  are  gay.” 

The  three-judge  panel  issued  a 
21 -page  opinion  which  Ciraff  call¬ 
ed  “solid,  logical  legal  opinion.” 

“The  lower  court’s  opinion  was 
real  solid.  It  was  a  statutory  con¬ 
struction  issue...  not  a  cotistitu- 
tional  issue.  So,  the  court  wasn’t 
sticking  its  neck  out  as  far  as  it 
might  under  some  other  theory. 
So,  we  were  hopeful  and  expected 
[the  lower  court’s  ruling]  to  be  af¬ 
firmed.” 

.lean  O’Leary,  executive  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  National  Gay  Rights  Ad¬ 
vocates,  called  the  ruling  “a 
monumental  decision.” 

“What  it  means  is  that  gay  peo¬ 
ple  from  all  over  the  world  will 
now  be  able  to  enter  I'reely  the 
United  States.” 

Graff  noted  that  this  decision 
marks  the  first  time  the  Ninth 
District  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals 
has  ruled  “the  right  way”  in  a  gay 
case. 

He  also  explained,  “It  will  have 


a  tremenilous  precedetitial  value 
because  we’re  arguing  a  similar 
case  in  the  Fifth  Circuit  Court  of 
Appeals  in  New  Orleans.  That  case 
is  involving  naturalization,  not  im- 
migratioti,  but  it’s  a  slight  vatia- 
tion  on  the  theme.” 

Ciraff  said  that  judges  are  fre¬ 
quently  reluctant  to  be  the  first 
ones  to  decide  i>n  a  case.  But. 
“now  they  have  the  Ninth  Circuit 
opinion  to  look  to,  a  solid  legal 
opinion.  I  think  we’re  going  to  win 
the  Fifth  Circuit  on  the  basis  of 
this,”  he  said. 

.liitnes  Hunolt,  Department  of 
.lustice  attorney  who  winked  on 
the  case  for  the  INS,  said  he  is  not 
sure  the  opinion  will  he  appealed. 
INS  could  decide  to  request  a  hear¬ 
ing  by  the  entire  panel  of  the  Ninth 
Circuit  or  they  could  request  a 
Supreme  Court  judicitil  levicw. 

“They  only  recently  got  the  opi¬ 
nion.  as  ilid  we.”  Hunolt  told 
GC'N.  “The  decision  hasti’t  been 
made  yet.” 

INS  has  60  days  in  which  to  de¬ 
cide  on  the  pursuit  of  an  appeal  or 
review.  Vein  Jervis,  spokesman 
for  INS,  said  the  ruling  would  not

lambda  board  member  dies  of  aids 

NEW  YORK  —  Joel  Lamberg,  a  New  York  City 
attorney  and  member  of  the  Lambda  Legal  Defense 
and  Education  Fund  board  of  directors,  died  of  an 
AIDS-related  disease  over  the  Labor  Day  weekend. 
Lamberg  had  worked  for  the  Legal  Aid  Society  in  New 
York  for  the  past  12  years  and  was  active  in  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  Legal  Aid  Attorneys,  the  union  for  Legal  Aid 
lawyers. 

Tim  Sweeney,  executive  director  of  Lambda,  said 
in  a  prepared  statement,  “Joel  had  been  on  the  Lamb¬ 
da  board  for  many  years  and  was  a  committed  gay 
rights  activist  who  devoted  many  hours  to  Lambda 
and  other  community  organizations.  We  will  miss  him 
and  take  inspiration  from  the  courage  with  which  he 
struggled  with  his  illness.”

gays  to  join  park  patrols 

LOS  ANGELES  —  A  community  meeting  to 
resolve  conflicts  over  cruising  in  a  park  has  led  to  a 
gay  group  sharing  crime  patrol  duties  with  the  area’s 
neighborhood  association. 

The  Multi-Ethnic  Gay/Lesbian  Exchange  (MEG/ 
LE)  has  agreed  to  share  park  patrols  in  Leimert  Park 
with  the  Leimert  Park  Block  Association.  Leimert 
Park  is  a  popular  cruising  area  for  gays  in  the  pre¬ 
dominantly  black  Crenshaw  district  of  southwest  Los 
Angeles.  It  is  also  the  scene  of  at  least  two  murders  of 
gay  men,  one  in  the  last  month. 

Tension  arose  between  the  gay  community  and 
the  block  association  because,  while  on  park  patrols, 
patrol  members  observed  gay  men  having  sex  in  the 
bushes.  Some  feared  that  the  purpose  of  the  patrols, 
which  is  to  provide  resident  escorts  and  to  alert  the 
police  to  any  illegal  activity  in  the  area,  might  be 
diverted  to  harassment  of  gay  men.  Patrol  leader  Ben 
Parr  admitted  that  exchanges  between  patrol  mem¬ 
bers  and  gay  cruisers  have  left  ill  feelings  amongst 
patrol  members  about  the  gay  presence  in  the  park. 

Block  association  member  Betty  Jenkins  said 
that  most  local  residents  know  that  the  vandalism, 
burglary,  assaults  and  drug  dealing  in  the  park  are 
being  done  by  non-gay  criminals  who  also  queerbash 
cruising  gays.  But,  Jenkins  also  noted  that,  for  many 
residents,  “the  first  time  they  encounter  open  homo¬ 
sexuality  is  when  they  discover  men  performing  sex 
acts  in  the  bushes  or  alleys.”  Jenkins  advocated  an 
ongoing  dialogue  with  the  gay  community  and  more 
gay  participation  in  the  Crenshaw  neighborhood 
group. 

Two  representataives  of  the  gay  community, 
Gavin  Morrow-Hall  of  MEG/LE  and  Charles  Stewart  of 
Black  and  White  Men  Together,  expressed  concern 
about  the  denial  of  legitimate  use  of  the  park  to  gay 
residents,  but  also  condemned  public  sex. 

Said  Morrow-Hall,  “We  don’t  condone  sex  in  pub¬ 
lic  places  or  illegal  solicitation,  but  let’s  remember 
that  parks  are  traditional  trysting  places  for  gays  and 
non-gays  alike.” 

Stewart  proposed  the  following:  the  use  of  less 
confrontational  tactics  to  discourage  park  cruising; 
distinguishing  between  gay  cruisers  and  criminals;  a 
joint  project  to  provide  an  alternative  to  street  cruis¬ 
ing  for  black  gays.  Block  association  members 
pledged  support  for  Stewart’s  proposal. 

Ben  Parr  requested  Morrow-Hall  and  Stewart  to 
ride  along  as  observers  on  future  patrols  and  he 
asked  them  to  recruit  other  gays  for  patrol  duty.  They 
agreed. 

A  community-wide  forum  is  scheduled  for  this 
month  to  air  the  issues  and  “present  a  positive  gay, 
black  presence  in  the  neighborhood.” 


justice  department  considers 
federal  charges  against  white 

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  Following  the  apparent  fail¬ 
ure  of  other  attempts  to  block  the  parole  of  Dan 
White,  prosecution  on  Federal  charges  is  now  being 
considered  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Justice,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  New  York  Times. 

A  decision  on  whethertocharge  White  with  viola¬ 
tions  of  the  1968  Civil  Rights  Act  in  the  murders  of  gay 
Supervisor  Harvey  Milk  and  Mayor  George  Moscone 
must  be  made  by  Nov.  27,  the  fifth  anniversary  of  the 
killings  and  the  day  the  limit  on  prosecution  of  White 
expires. 

Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein,  members  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  and  thousands  of  other  citizens  have 
objected  to  White’s  release.  Gov.  George  Deukmejian 
investigated  the  possibility  of  blocking  White’s  par¬ 
ole  himself,  but  California’s  Attorney  General  wrote 
an  opinion  which  ruled  out  that  option. 

White  was  convicted  of  voluntary  manslaughter 
on  May  21,  1979,  and  was  sentenced  to  seven  years 
and  eight  months  in  jail.  By  law,  he  is  entitled  to  time 
off  for  good  behavior  and  so  is  scheduled  for  release 
on  January  6,  1984,  after  serving  two-thirds  of  his 
sentence. 

Should  White  be  paroled.  Mayor  Feinstein  has 
requested  that,  as  a  condition  of  parole,  he  be  barred 
from  returning  to  San  Francisco. 


aids  reportable  in  Wisconsin 

MADISON  —  Following  the  August  29  AIDS- 
related  death  of  a  Wisconsin  man,  the  first  in  that 
state,  the  Council  on  Lesbian  and  Gay  Issues  has 
worked  closely  with  state  health  officials  to  establish 
an  emergency  rule  requiring  doctors  to  report  sus¬ 
pected  and  confirmed  cases  of  AIDS.  The  reporting 
rule  includes  safeguards  to  assure  the  confidentiality 
of  persons  with  AIDS. 

There  are  four  other  confirmed  cases  of  AIDS  in 
Wisconsin  and  ten  suspected  cases.  The  AIDS 
patient  who  died  recently  was  reported  to  have  con¬ 
tracted  the  disease  during  a  visit  to  the  East  Coast. 


trident  to  be  protested 

GROTON,  CT  —  Demonstrations  to  protest  the 
expected  Sept.  24  launching  of  theTrident  submarine 
Rhode  Island  will  be  staged  by  the  R.l.  Mobilization 
for  Survival.  A  brief  march  and  civil  disobedience 
actions  will  take  place  at  the  Electric  Boat  launching 
site  beginning  at  9:30  a.m. 

Trident  has  been  called  the  most  destructive 
weapons  system  ever  made,  with  each  submarine  in 
the  fleet  carrying  the  destructive  power  of  2040 
bombs  the  size  of  the  one  dropped  on  Hiroshima.  For

aids  employment  discrimination  case 
resolved 

NEW  YORK  —  The  AIDS-related  employment  dis¬ 
crimination  case  involving  a  man  thought  to  have 
AIDS  and  Columbia  University  has  been  resolved, 
according  to  Lambda  Legal  Defense  and  Education 
Fund.  (See  GCN,  Vol.  11  No.  7.) 

Columbia  University  had  refused  to  rehire  the 
man,  after  he  took  a  year’s  leave  of  absence,  even 
though  he  had  been  considered  an  excellent  employ¬ 
ee  by  his  former  supervisor.  He  has  been  offered  his 
job  back  by  the  school.  Columbia  has  promised  to 
consider  AIDS  as  a  relevant  factor  in  hiring  decisions 
only  as  it  pertains  to  the  employees’  ability  to  perform 
his  or  her  job. 

A  spokeswoman  for  Lambda  said  she  antic¬ 
ipates  the  settlement  will  have  a  positive  effect  on 
any  similar  cases.  “I  think  that  if  a  similar  case  gets  to 
Lambda  or  to  the  Human  Rights  Commission,  the 
employers  will  probably  back  down,”  she  told  GCN. 


no  more  private  benjamins 

OAKLAND,  CA  —  Fifty  women  and  children 
staged  a  demonstration  on  August  20  at  the  Armed 
Forces  Recruiting  Station  here,  forcing  the  recruiters 
to  lock  their  doors  for  over  an  hour.  The  group.  Women 
Against  Imperialism  (WAI)  organized  the  demonstra¬ 
tion  as  part  of  their  ongoing  campaign  against  U.S. 
intervention  in  Central  America. 

The  demonstrators  set  up  a  picket  line  and 
posted  a  banner  on  the  wall  of  the  recruiting  station. 
The  banner  read:  “Victory  to  the  FMLN/FDR!  Defend 
Nicaragua!  U.S.  Imperialism  Out  of  Central  Amer¬ 
ica!”  The  banner  precipitated  a  confrontation  with 
the  Oakland  police.  One  woman  was  knocked  to  the 
ground  as  the  cops  rushed  in  to  remove  the  banner. 
According  to  the  WAI  report,  several  angry  women 
chased  the  cop  up  the  block  and  chanted,  “Who  are 
the  real  terrorists?  The  Oakland  Police.” 

One  speaker  told  the  crowd,  “This  country  wants 
us  as  women  to  play  a  certain  role  in  this  war  drive.  It 
wants  us  to  be  the  patriotic  mothers,  the  ones  who 
keep  the  home  fires  burning  as  the  boys  go  off  to  war. 
It  wants  us  to  be  the  sex  objects  and  punching  bags 
to  absorb  the  frustrations  of  a  violent  society  in  crisis. 

“When  we  reject  these  things,  they  say,  ‘Fine.  Be 
liberated.  You  can  join  the  police.  You  can  be  Private 
Benjamin.  Help  patrol  Third  World  people.  Help  kill 
people  in  El  Salvador.’ 

“But  we  reject  all  of  these  roles.  We  want  some¬ 
thing  different  for  ourselves,  for  our  children,  for  our 
little  girls.  .  .We’re  determined  to  participate  in  liber¬ 
ating  all  of  society  and  ourselves  as  women.” 


California  employment  discrimination 
bill  advances  to  senate 

SACRAMENTO  —  Assembly  Bill  1,  California’s 
bill  to  outlaw  anti-gay  discrimination  in  employment, 
has  cleared  its  last  committee  hurdle  and  will  soon  be 
considered  by  the  full  Senate,  according  to  the  Bay 
Area  Reporter. 

On  August  26,  the  Senate  Finance  Committee 
sent  the  bill  to  the  full  Senate  without  discussion,  a 
move  to  expedite  bills  of  only  minor  fiscal  impor¬ 
tance. 

Assemblyman  Art  Agnos  (D-San  Francisco)  has 
urged  that  constituents  flood  their  Senators  with  mail 
supporting  the  bill.  Governor  George  Deukmejian 
recently  issued  an  executive  order  affirming  his 
administration’s  commitment  to  eliminating  employ¬ 
ment  discrimination  based  on  race,  sex,  color  and 
other  characteristics.  Agnos  reports  that  sexual  pref¬ 
erence  was  absent  from  the  list,  although  the  gover¬ 
nor’s  office  assured  him  that  the  order  was  not 
intended  to  revoke  protection  for  gays  and  lesbians 
which  was  established  during  the  administration  of 
Gov.  Jerry  Brown  through  a  similar  executive  order. 

Agnos  said  that  “the  executive  order  only 
emphasizes  the  importance  of  AB-1.” 


studds’  protest  organizer  gets  heat 

DENNIS,  MA  —  Two  residents  of  this  Cape  Cod 
community  are  calling  for  the  resignation  of  a  Dennis 
selectman  who  helped  organize  an  August  protest  in 
conjunction  with  an  appearance  by  Rep.  Gerry 
Studds,  according  to  the  Cape  Cod  Times. 

Cathie  Barros  and  Etta  Goodstein  claim  that 
Selectman  George  Fallon  inappropriately  used  his 
position  as  chairman  of  the  selectmen  to  advance  his 
personal  views  on  Studds’  censure  by  the  House  of 
Representatives.  Fallon  was  involved  in  the  organized 
opposition  that  greeted  Studds  at  Nathaniel  Wixon 
School.  During  the  highly  volatile  public  forum, 
Studds  was  booed  and  jeered  by  the  protestors. 

Goodstein  called  Fallon’s  behavior  “unbecom¬ 
ing  a  selectman.”  She  also  said  the  anti-Studds 
demonstration  cast  a  shadow  on  the  town. 

Fallon  asserts  that  he  was  simply  exercising  his 
right  to  speak  as  a  private  citizen.  The  women  have 
circulated  a  petition  demanding  that  Fallon  resign 
and  they  are  considering  a  recall  election  of  Fallon.

Lesbian  Health  Workers  Discuss  AIDS 

Fears  and  Frustrations  Stymie  Patients’  Allies

NEW  YORK  —  Lesbians  in 
Health  Care  (LIHC),  a  group 
which  has  sponsored  educational 
programs  for  over  a  year,  met  to 
discuss  AIDS  for  the  first  time  on 
Sept.  1 1.  It  was  still  nearly  100°  at 
7:00  p.m.  when  over  forty  women 
crowded  a  room  at  Washington 
Square  Church  —  and  the  air  was 
soon  as  thick  with  fears  and  un¬ 
answered  questions  as  it  was  with 
humidity. 

Lesbian  health  care  workers, 
ranging  from  chiropractors  and

acupuncturists  to  nurses  and  social 
workers  talked  about  the  frustra¬ 
tions  they  have  felt  in  dealing  with 
AIDS.  Often  because  of  low  pro¬ 
fessional  rank  or  because  they 
could  not  risk  coming  out,  women 
said  they  are  unable  to  intervene 
adequately  for  badiy  treated  AIDS 
patients.  Others  talked  about  com¬ 
ing  out  in  order  to  confront  homo¬ 
phobia  at  work;  or  coming  out  to 
terribly  isolated  patients  in  order 


to  give  them  support. 

One  woman,  a  nurse  at  a  local 
hospital  described  coming  out  to 
one  of  her  patients  who  was  trying 
to  become  “ungay”  in  response  to 
his  illness.  She  lost  track  of  him  for 
a  time  after  he  was  discharged. 
Then  he  was  readmitted  to  another 
ward,  where  an  experimental  drug 
was  being  used  which  alters  blood 
sugar  levels.  Although  his  sugar 
level  needed  close  monitoring, 
common  with  many  AIDS  pa¬ 
tients,  he  was  avoided  by  the  staff. 

“No  one  stayed  on  top  of  his 
case,”  the  woman  said.  “Last 
week  he  went  into  a  coma  and  he 
won’t  come  out.  He  didn’t  have  to 
die  this  time.”  Pressed  for  more 
details  about  pressuring  the 
hospital  or  contacting  the  Gay 
Men’s  Health  Crisis,  the  woman 
refused  to  .say  more. 

A  woman  who  identified  herself 
as  a  nurse  administrator  told  of  a 
man  who  died  during  her  late  night 
shift.  “He  was  never  out  to  his 
family,”  she  said.  “And  the 
funeral  parlor  was  not  sure  it 


wanted  him.”  She  described  her 
3  a.m.  efforts,  having  the  body 
wrapped  “fifteen  times,”  and 
convincing  the  family  to  cremate 
him.  “All  without  telling  the  fami¬ 
ly  he  was  gay,”  she  said. 

Another  nurse  talked  of  work¬ 
ing  in  an  intensive  care  unit  where 
she  and  a  gay  man  were  the  only 
staff  willing  to  care  for  AIDS  pa¬ 
tients.  Her  gay  co-worker  “finally 
got  burned  out,”  and  later  she  quit 
in  response  to  the  coarse  homo¬ 
phobia  from  the  rest  of  the  staff. 

When  giving  reports,  she  said 
some  staff  would  describe  an 
AIDS  patient  by  the  number  of 
sexual  partners  he  was  presumed 
to  have  had,  or  would  joke  about 
“  ‘  how  big  his  asshole  must  be.’  ” 

Contagion  was  often  mentioned 
at  the  LIHC  meeting.  Many  wom¬ 
en  expressed  deep  fear  about 
AIDS;  some  argued  that  it’s  be¬ 
cause  AIDS  is  frightening,  not  be¬ 
cause  they  are  homophobic. 

“I  have  lesbian  and  gay  men 
friends  who  work  at  funeral  homes 
and  they  are  terrified,”  a  woman 


said.  Someone  else  pointed  out 
“the  New  York  State  Funeral  Di¬ 
rectors’  Association  just  got  to¬ 
gether  and  issued  safety  guide¬ 
lines.  . .  but  1  don’t  think  funeral 
directors  are  meeting  just  because 
it’s  an  unknown  epidemic.” 

Other  women  tried  to  explain 
that  the  masks  worn  by  those 
working  with  AIDS  patients  are 
not  worn  for  the  protection  of  the 
worker,  but  for  the  protection  of 
the  patient,  who  is  very  vulnerable 
to  infection.  Someone  else  added 
that  “no  nurses  refuse  to  care  for 
TB  patients,”  as  they  have  for 
AIDS  patients. 


ble  to  disease,”  someone  said. 

Oddly,  women  on  all  sides  of  the 
argument  seemed  to  assume  that 
men’s  taste  for  anal  sex  was  in 
some  way  the  culprit  in  the  epi¬ 
demic.  And  lesbians  do  not  engage 
in  anal  sex. 

Other  women  emphasized  that 
AIDS  hysteria  is  directed  at  both 
women  and  men,  especially  for  the 
homophobia  it  dredges  up.  One 
woman  had  been  asked  to  stay 
away  from  an  ailing  family 
member;  the  family  assumed  that 
anyone  who  is  gay  would  be  an 
AIDS  carrier.  On  the  other  hand.

New  York  Group 
Accuses  Club  of  Racism

NEW  YORK  —  The  Union 
Club,  a  gay  male  “entertainment 
complex”  newly  opened  here,  has 
been  found  to  have  a  racist  door 
policy,  according  to  Mitchell 
Karp,  a  member  of  the  political  ac¬ 
tion  committee  of  Black  and 
White  Men  Together  (BWMT). 
Karp  will  be  representing  that 
organization  by  bringing  charges 
against  the  bar  based  on  BWMT’s 
findings. 

After  receiving  numerous  com¬ 
plaints  about  the  bar’s  policy, 
BWMT  staged  a  discrimination 
documentation  test  there  on 
August  12.  Two  groups  of  people 
were  sent  to  the  Union  Club  seek¬ 
ing  entry,  according  to  Karp.  The 
first  group,  comprised  of  four 
black  members  of  BWMT,  were 
not  allowed  in  the  bar,  with  the  ex¬ 
planation  that  the  club  is  private. 
The  doorman  invited  the  second 
group,  similar  to  the  first  in  age 
composition  and  style  of  dress,  in¬ 
to  the  bar  with  no  questions,  Karp 
said.  All  four  men  in  the  second 
group  were  white. 

“Sometimes  these  things  can 
just  roll  off  my  back,  but  this  one 
hasn’t.  It’s  made  me  very  angry,” 
explained  a  black  gay  man  who 
had  been  refused  entrance  to  the 
club  and  brought  the  issue  to  the 
attention  of  the  media. 

The  man,  a  physician  w:ho  asked 
not  to  be  named,  had  been  to  the 
bar  on  three  earlier  occasions, 
twice  with  white  friends  and  once 
alone  —  and  had  never  been 
harassed  by  the  doorman.  On  his 
fourth  visit,  while  approaching  the 
door  of  the  bar,  he  noticed  several 
black  people  standing  outside  the 
ropes  at  the  entrance.  While  he 
waited  for  a  word  from  the  door¬ 
man,  a  group  of  four  white  gay 
men  arrived.  They  were  im¬ 
mediately  invited  into  the  bar  and 
proceeded  through  the  group  of 
blacks. 

“Then,  I  got  the  doorman’s  at¬ 
tention,  and  he  asked  me  what  I 
wanted.  I  said  1  wanted  to  get  in 
and  he  told  me  he  needed  to  see 
two  pieces  of  identification,”  the 
physician  told  GCN.  He  explained 
that  because  he  was  wearing 
shorts,  he  had  not  carried  a  wallet 
with  him.  He  expressed  his  sur¬ 
prise  to  the  doorman,  noting  that 
the  white  men  had  not  been  asked 
to  produce  identification,  “and 
they  didn’t  even  look  18.” 

He  was  told  that  they  had  been 
there  before  and  the  doorman 
knew  them,  yet,  the  same  man  had 
allowed  him  in  on  his  three  earlier 
visits  to  the  bar. 

Another  evening,  a  Latino  man 


who  had  also  been  to  the  bar  on 
previous  occasions,  was  separated 
from  his  white,  English-speaking 
friends  by  the  doorman,  who 
allowed  them  to  go  in  and  kept  the 
Latino  man  out.  The  Latino  had 
traveled  for  more  than  an  hour  to 
go  dancing  with  his  friends  only  to 
be  told  that  there  was  a  private 
party  that  night  and  he  could  not 
enter.  But,  he  .said,  “my  friends 
had  not  been  invited  to  anybody’s 
party.” 

On  yet  another  evening,  a  gay 
male  couple  —  one  black  and  one 
white  —  was  allowed  into  the  bar. 
Later,  while  the  black  man  was 
dancing,  a  white  bouncer  accused 
him  of  selling  drugs.  He  was 
escorted  to  the  door  without  being 
allowed  to  tell  his  friend  or  gather 
his  things  from  their  table,  accord¬ 
ing  to  a  friend  of  the  couple.  The 
friend  added  that,  if  there  was  any 
person  in  the  club  that  night  who 
would  not  be  selling  drugs,  it  was 
the  accused  man. 

“The  assumption  that  is  gener¬ 
ally  made  is  that  black  is 
synonymous  with  junkie,  with 
street  person,  with  bum,”  said 
Karp.  “Many  of  the  bars  against 
which  BWMT  has  brought  official 
complaints  in  the  past  defended 
themselves  in  this  way,”  he  said. 

“But  in  the  Ice  Palace  hearing, 
the  New  York  City  division  of 
human  rights  proved  that  this  was 
after-the-fact,  that  it  was  merely  a 
justification  of  the  racism  dis¬ 
played  in  door  policies,”  Karp 
told  GCN. 

The  Ice  Palace,  now  closed,  was 
found  by  the  court  to  have  been 
enforcing  discriminatory  door 
policies.  The  real  issue,  according 
to  Karp,  is  that  “either  they  have  a 
personal  bias  or  the  owner  feels  it 
will  be  economically  advan¬ 
tageous”  to  the  club  if  people  of 
color  are  denied  the  right  to  enter. 
“He  feels  that  if  the  bar  is  inter¬ 
racial,  he’ll  lose  business  —  that 
white  people  will  not  want  to 
patronize  an  interracial  club.” 

According  to  the  Union  Club 
doorman,  the  club’s  policy  of  ad¬ 
missions  is  as  follows:  “We  need  a 
certain  kind  of  dress  code  and  we 
need  a  certain  kind  of  behavior. 
Not  only  that  —  well,  if  I  don’t 
know  somebody,  1  make  them 
wait  for  a  little  while  and  when 
they  start  getting  rowdy,  I  just 
don’t  want  to  deal  with  it  and  I  call 
the  bouncer.” 

Observations  made  by  this  re¬ 
porter  confirmed  the  wait-and-see 
technique,  which  is  never  used 
against  a  white  patron  unaccom¬ 
panied  by  a  person  of  color.  The 


people  of  color  who  wait,  like  the 
physician,  are  told  that  they  can¬ 
not  enter  or  are  left  to  wait  in¬ 
definitely  while  white  patrons  arc 
admitted.  People  waiting  at  the 
door  become  angry,  at  which  time 
the  bouncers  are  called.  Most  mix¬ 
ed  groups  are  allowed  to  enter  im¬ 
mediately,  but  any  asked  to  wait 
will  be  admitted  if  a  white  member 
gets  upset. 

The  Union  Club’s  manager, 
John  Addison,  refused  to  answer 
numerous  calls  about  door  policy 
and  went  further  to  call  the  news 
editor  of  the  New  York  Native  to 
kill  any  story  about  his  business. 

“I  used  to  think  that  we  —  gay 
people,  blacks,  Hispanics  —  were 
all  minorities.  I’m  realizing, 
though,  that  just  because  we’re 
gay  doesn’t  mean  we’ll  reject  the 
baggage  of  our  parents.”  the 
physician  told  GCN. 

“At  home  I’m  rejected  by  my 
friends  and  family  because  of  what 
1  do  in  bed.  And  here  I’m  rejected 
by  my  gay  brothers  and  sisters 
because  of  what  1  look  like.  It’s  ex¬ 
actly  the  same  story  and  all  in¬ 
credibly  ugly,”  he  said. 


The  women’s  efforts  to  justify 
their  fear  of  AIDS  without  being 
called  homophobic  showed  that 
this  fear,  homophobic  or  not,  can 
be  altered  by  public  education. 
The  fear  is  not  necessarily  hostile, 
although  it  may  well  draw  on  some 
lesbians’  animosities  toward  gay 
men. 

In  spite  of  the  AIDS  crisis, 
women  discussed  incidences  when 
gay  men  were  dismissive  of  lesbian 
issues.  Some  sounded  angry  or 
mystified  by  gay  men’s  sexual 
behavior. 

“AIDS  brings  out  my  homo¬ 
phobia  about  gay  men,”  said  one 
woman.  She  went  on  to  say  she 
could  understand  the  logic  of  some 
lesbians  who  she  said  might  say, 
“If  gay  men  just  stopped  fucking 
like  jackrabbits,  showing  a  total 
disregard  for  themselves  and  their 
health...  this  sounds  like  Chris¬ 
tian  morality,  but  what  did  they 
expect?  They  haven’t  been  taking 
responsiblity  for  it  and  now  they 
want  a  shot  or  a  pill  to  get  better. 
Why  should  I  help  them  now?” 

Another  woman  said,  “Who 
among  us  hasn’t  been  disturbed 
when  she  has  heard  about  how 
many  sex  partners  gay  men  have 
had?” 

These  statements  were  chal¬ 
lenged,  but  without  acrimony. 
“What  you  said  about  Christian 
morality  is  true,”  a  woman 
answered,  “it’s  people  being 
afraid  of  sex.” 

“We  are  just  lucky  that  as  les¬ 
bians,  what  we  like  to  do  with  each 
other,  does  not  make  us  suscepti- 


women  shouldn’t  assume  that  all 
lesbians  are  not  vulnerable  — 
some  are  IV  drug  users  or  bisex¬ 
uals. 

“It’s  an  underdog  disease,  like 
cholera  was  for  the  poor,”  some¬ 
one  said. 

In  spite  of  the  many  viewpoints, 
there  was  no  fingerpointing  at  cor¬ 
rect  or  incorrect  political 
ideologies. 

Afterwards,  however,  some 
women  expressed  disappointment 
with  the  evening  for  its  lack  of 
state-of-the-disease  information 
and  the  lack  of  information- 
sharing  across  professional  boun¬ 
daries,  such  as  between  acupunc¬ 
turists  and  medical  doctors,  or  be¬ 
tween  chiropractors  and  massage 
therapists.  “1  would  have  liked  to 
have  heard  about  early  symptoms 
to  watch  for,”  said  a  massage 
therapist. 

Because  there  are  a  number  of 
basic  questions  and  uncertainties 
about  AIDS,  it  was  glaring  that  no 
gay  or  lesbian  expert  on  AIDS  had 
been  invited  to  the  discussion.  In 
this  way,  the  meeting  contrasted 
with  many  held  by  gay  men,  who 
seem  eager  to  consult  with 
specialists  or  confront  specific 
hospitals  with  rumors  of  mistreat¬ 
ment. 

The  open  slruclure  of  the 
meeting  allowed  women  to  veni 
some  complex  I'eclings  about  an 
epidemic  that  seems  both  near  to 
and  far  from  lesbians’  lives.

Youths  Disrupt  Game, 

Use  Offensive  Hit  and  Run

BOSTON  —  Two  lesbian  soft- 
ball  teams,  battling  it  out  for  their 
division  title,  were  forced  to  battle 
much  more,  as  a  group  of  neigh¬ 
borhood  teenagers  continually 
disrupted  the  competition  with  an 
awesome  display  of  verbal  and 
physical  harassment. 

The  bar-sponsored  teams.  The 
Key  (The  Marquee)  and  Some¬ 
where  Else,  as  well  as  two  umpires 
and  .several  fans,  began  the 
September  13  play-off  game  at 
Langone  Field  in  the  North  End 
under  a  barrage  of  homophobic 
and  misogynist  insults,  which  later 
culminated  in  a  rock,  bottle  and 
egg  pitching  exhibition  by  the 
youngsters. 

Denise  Traniello,  umpire-in¬ 
chief  for  Boston  Parks  and  Recre¬ 
ation,  and  an  umpire  at  Tuesday 
night’s  game,  said  the  trouble 
escalated  in  the  bottom  of  the 
fourth  inning,  when  a  girl  from  the 
gang  interrupted  play  with  a  long, 
slow  walk  across  right,  center,  and 
left  fields. 

A  boy  attempting  to  follow  her 


was  approached  by  Umpire 
Traniello  and  asked  to  move.  He 
responded  by  dropping  his  pants, 
turning  around  and  bending  over. 
One  spectator  reported  that  the  en¬ 
tire  gang  of  youths,  in  a  show  of 
team  spirit,  proceeded  to  shoot  the 
moon  one  at  a  time,  amidst  jeering 
from  the  crowd. 

The  softball  game  later  became 
a  multi-sport  event  after  a  boxing 
match  erupted  between  a  player 
and  a  gang  member.  Women  from 
the  teams  had  attempted  to  reason 
with  the  youths,  but  were  spat 
upon,  and  the  fists  flew.  Both 
teams  intervened  and  ended  the 
fight. 

After  three  calls  to  summon 
Boston  police,  two  uniformed  of¬ 
ficers  arrived  and  talked  with  the 
gang.  Traniello  said  the  officers 
seemed  most  concerned  with  find¬ 
ing  a  woman  on  the  field  who  had 
allegedly  bitten  one  of  the 
teenagers.  The  officers  never  ap¬ 
proached  any  of  the  women  in¬ 
volved  in  the  game,  even  though 
they  had  requested  police  assist¬ 


ance. 

The  group  of  teenagers  dis¬ 
persed,  but  soon  returned  to  pitch 
dozens  of  eggs  at  the  women. 
Hardest  hit  were  the  Key  fans  and 
the  areas  between  first  base  and 
the  batters’  box.  Through  this 
assault.  Somewhere  Else  fielders 
still  managed  a  narrow  19-18  vic¬ 
tory,  holding  off  The  Key  in  the 
bottom  of  the  seventh  with  bases 
loaded,  two  outs  and  the  last  Key 
batter  reaching  a  full  count. 

The  three-hour  game  was  the 
first  in  a  series  of  three  in  the  finals 
of  the  Urban  Division  playoffs. 
The  next  game  is  scheduled  for 
Sunday,  Sept.  18  at  5:00  p.m., 
Columbia  Park. 

Dorothy  Curran,  Director  of 
Recreation,  said,  “We  don’t  intend 
to  stop  our  games  becau.se  people 
are  getting  harassed  on  the 
playground.”  Curran  did  say  that 
she  has  requested  that  two  plain¬ 
clothes  police  officers  attend  re¬ 
maining  games  at  Langone  Field.

Both 
Janice  Irvine  and  Sue  Hyde  gave  detailed  and  sen¬ 
sitive  accounts  of  the  march,  and  of  the  problems 
involved  in  building  any  political  coalition. 

So  my  criticism’s  of  CCAt’s  coverage  is  a  matter 
of  emphasis  and  degree,  not  of  absolute  disagree¬ 
ment.  The  march  was  significant  not  only  because 
it  commemorated  the  historic  1 963  civil  rights 
march  on  Washington,  but  because  it  demon¬ 
strated  a  newly  emerging  political  momentum  at 
the  grass-roots.  Twenty  years  from  now,  the  suc¬ 
cess  and  failure  of  the  August  27  march  will 
perhaps  be  seen  in  a  clearer  historical  perspective. 
But  I  don’t  believe  we  need  to  wail  twenty  years  to 
conclude  that  the  August  27  march  failed  to  deal 
adequately  with  lesbian  and  gay  concerns. 

Gil  Gerald,  Executive  Director  of  the  National 
Coalition  of  Black  Gays,  was  quoted  in  GCN  as 
saying,  “1  think  it  was  a  victory  for  all  sides.  This 
was  a  joining  together  of  the  women’s  movement, 
the  civil  rights  movement,  and  the  gay  rights 
movement .”  As  far  as  the  gay  rights  movement  is 
concerned,  the  “joining  together”  was  like  pin¬ 
ning  a  tail  on  a  donkey.  In  some  cases,  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  the  march  was  blatantly  hctcrosexist  and 
responded  to  gay  concerns  only  when  we  became 
a  pain  in  their  necks.  GCN  quotes  Tania 
Abdulahad,  a  member  of  a  Third  World  lesbian 
group  named  -Sapphire’s  Sapphos,  as  saying, 
“I’m  not  sure  this  is  a  victory,  but  I  think  it’s  a 
step  lorward.  . .  I  don’t  tend  to  be  real  hopeful 
about  groups  who,  under  pressure,  do 
something.”  Nor  do  I. 

In  her  news  commentary.  Sue  Hyde  wrote, 
“But  what  may  at  first  seem  like  an  insulting  act 
of  tokenism  must  be  seen  in  the  context  of  ‘the 
years  of  work’  by  black  lesbians  and  gay  men  to 
gain  recognition  of  their  contribution  to  and 
place  in  the  black  civil  rights  movement,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Barbara  Smith  and  others  contacted  by 
GCN.”  Seen  precisely  in  the  context  of  years  of 
work,  it  was  indeed  an  insulting  act  of  tokenism 
to  treat  gay  people  as  the  lepers  of  the  civil  rights 
movement.  The  coverage  of  the  march  in  GCN 
failed  to  expose  the  depth  and  intensity  of 
heterosexism  among  some  of  the  march  or¬ 
ganizers.  It  is  insulting  when  Congressman  Faun- 
troy,  a  march  organizer,  camparcs  gay  rights  to 
“penguin  rights.”  It  is  insulting  when  gay  people 
were  repeatedly  told  to  be  satisfied  with  their  own 
contingent,  but  not  to  demand  a  speaker.  It  is  in¬ 
sulting  to  be  welcome  as  long  as  we  swell  crowds 
at  demonstrations,  but  to  be  unwelcome  when  we 
identify  ourselves  as  lesbians  and  gay  men.  It  is 
insulting  to  be  treated  like  children  who  are  to  be 
seen  and  not  heard.  Were  we  heard?  After  much 
struggle,  including  a  sit-in,  arrests,  and  con¬ 
ference  calls  early  in  the  morning,  Audre  Lorde 
delivered  a  token  oration  late  in  the  day  which 
few  heard  at  all. 

When  Sue  Hyde  was  writing  her  news  analysis 
of  the  march,  she  called  me  and  asked  for  my 
reactions.  As  she  mentions  in  her  article,  I 


pointed  out  that  many  black  progressives  support 
gay  rights,  including  17  of  the  20  members  of  the 
black  congre.ssional  caucus  who  are  co-sponsors 
of  the  national  gay  rights  bill.  This  fact  alone 
should  prevent  white  gays  from  indulging  in  racist 
dismissals  of  the  black  civil  rights  movement.  But 
what  I  also  mentioned  to  Sue  Hyde  was  that  con¬ 
servative  factions  of  that  movement  were  influen¬ 
tial  in  blocking  or  stalling  or  limiting  gay  par¬ 
ticipation  in  the  August  27  march.  In  particular,  I 
said  that  the  black  movement  has  its  own  left, 
right,  and  “center”  in  political  terms.  White  and 
black  liberals  are  still  uncomfortable  with  the  in¬ 
creasing  radicalism  of  Martin  Luther  King 
towards  the  end  of  his  life,  and  are  often  content 
to  indulge  in  nostalgia  for  1963. 

Like  any  conscientious  journalist.  Sue  Hyde 
had  to  make  difficult  decisions  about  what  to  in¬ 
clude  and  what  to  omit  from  her  article.  As  a 
journalist  myself,  1  appreciate  the  difficulties. 
But  as  an  ornery  reader  with  ornery  views,  I  felt 
obliged  to  write  this  letter  to  the  editor.  GCN  is 
one  of  the  few  papers  where  a  progressive  per¬ 
spective  on  gay  issues  is  developed  through  give- 
and-take  between  writers  and  readers.  One 
reason  I  mentioned  black  support  of  gay  rights  in 
my  discussions  with  Sue  Hyde  was  to  emphasize 
that  black  progressives  are  likely  to  be  important 
leaders  of  a  political  break-away  from  both  the 
Democratic  and  Republican  parties.  A  pro¬ 
gressive  break  from  the  Two-Party  System  would 
greatly  benefit  women,  workers.  Third  World 
people,  gays,  and  the  great  majority  of  the 
population.  Black  progressives  within  the 
Democratic  party  have  already  voiced  their 
discontent  with  that  party,  and  some  have  spoken 
of  breaking  out  of  that  political  shell  to  fofm  a 
new  and  truly  democratic  movement. 

If  we  find  ourselves  marching  on  Washington 
twenty  years  from  now  with  substantially  the 
same  demands  we  now  raise,  then  we  will  have 
circled  back  to  1983  with  no  progress.  Many  of 
the  organizers  of  the  August  27  march  were  fear¬ 
ful  of  affirming  and  extending  the  radicalism  of 
Marlin  Luther  King:  they  prefer  him  as  a  religious 
icon  from  the  past.  Gays  and  lesbians,  black  and 
white  alike,  should  take  the  next  step  forward, 
challenging  helerosexism  wherever  we  find  it,  and 
building  a  people’s  movement  independent  of  our 
present  ruling  parties  and  ruling  classes.

“where  were  you?” 

Dear  GCN, 

At  the  1983  Lesbian/Gay  Pride  Rally  in  Boston 
this  year  1  learned  for  the  first  time  that  the 
BLGPA  had  not  endorsed  either  Mel  King  or 
David  Scondras  in  this  fall’s  elections.  1  walked 
over  to  where  the  BLGPA  contingent  was  and  felt 
a  combination  of  rage  and  shame  that  spoil'd 
what  would  otherwise  have  been  a  joyful  day. 
How  soon  we  forget.  It  seems  that  .some  members 
of  our  community  have  forgotten  how  Mel  spoke 
out  in  our  defense  so  many  times  in  the  past,  when 
we  have  been  under  attack.  Those  of  us  who 
walked  in  the  candlelight  parade  through  Fenway 
several  years  ago  after  another  gay  man  had  been 
murdered,  and  those  of  us  who  organized  the  ral¬ 
ly  when  Anita  Bryant  came  to  town  in  1978  have 
not  forgotten  that  Mel  always,  not  just  in  front  of 
certain  audiences,  but  always  speaks  in  our  be¬ 
half.  Mel  has  never  tried  to  “broker”  our  support 
for  personal  gain,  nor  sought  in  an  opportunistic 
fashion  to  curry  our  favor.  Indeed  at  that  somber 
candlelight  vigil  at  the  Fens  Mel  forthrightly  ask¬ 
ed  our  crowd  of  500  where  we  had  been  that  past 
year  when  over  10  women  of  color  had  been  mur¬ 
dered  in  Boston,  “where  were  you?”  he  asked,  to 
show  that  violence  and  discrimination  against 
anyone  should  be  opposed  by  everyone. 

Certainly  there  is  something  to  be  .said  for 
organizing  an  identifiable  lesbian/gay  vote  so 
that  our  community  will  have  clout  in  city  govern¬ 
ment,  but  you  do  not  sell  out  your  values  to  have 
clout.  Even  if  Mel  had  no  record  of  support  for 
our  people  and  even  if  David  Scondras  were  not 
gay  they  both  deserve  our  support  because  of 
their  commitment  to  the  poor,  the  oppressed,  and 
the  downtrodden  of  all  colors,  genders,  and  sex¬ 
ual  orientations. 

We  should  not  vote  for  someone  because  150 
gays  got  together  in  a  room  and  said  that  .so-and- 
so  was  “electable.”  We  should  vote  for  people 
because  they  make  us  feel  proud  of  ourselves  as 
gay  people  and  as  human  beings.  I  hope  that  after 
the  Primary  elections  we  will  be  able  to  answer  the 
question  “where  were  you?”  in  a  forthright  way 
and  say  “I  remembered  to  vote  for  the  people 
who  in  the  past  took  unpopular  positions  on  my 
behalf.”  This  is  no  time  to  desert  our  conscience.

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Speaking  Out - 

Coalition:  Diversity  is  Our  Strength

The  JoHnwinR  is  a  slaleiiieni  /  distrihtiled  a!  the  Auyust  6.  1983,  meeting  of  the  New  York 
Community  Council  of  Lesbian  and  Gay  Organizations.  The  meeting  voted  on  the  applica¬ 
tion  of  the  New  York  City  chapter  of  NAM  BL.A  ( Horatio  .Alger  Chapter)  for  membership  in 
the  body.  The  application  was  approved,  by  a  vote  pi  15-13,  with  4  abstentions. 

Today  you  will  vote  on  the  application  for  membership  in  the  council  of  the  North 
American  Man/Boy  Love  Association.  Although  the  application  has  aroused  some  con¬ 
troversy,  it  should  be  seen  as  a  non-controversial  matter. 

The  issue  is  a  narrow  one— but  crucial  to  the  healthy  growth  of  the  lesbian  and  gay 
movement:  Should  NAMBLA  be  allowed  membership  in  a  cilywide  coalition  ol  groups 
from  our  community? 

I  believe  the  answer  is  yes,  and  offer  the  following  thoughts.  1  am  speaking  for  mysell, 
and  not  in  any  official  capacity  as  a  NAMBLA  member. 

The  police  are  trying  to  gain  entree  in  to  our  community.  They  tried  this  before,  with 
the  sweep  of  the  lesbian  community  around  Susan  Saxe.  They  are  trying  a  similar  ploy  with 
NAMBLA.  NAMBl.A  has  done  everything  in  its  power  to  fight  off  FBI  and  police  meddling 
and  violation  of  our  civil  rights.  NAMBLA  has  been  no  transmission  belt  for  police  disrup¬ 
tion.  On  the  contrary,  it  has  done  the  lesbian  and  gay  community  a  service  by  its  forceful  ex¬ 
posure  of  FBI  harassment.  Our  news  conferences  in  Boston  and  New  York  last  December  28 
blew  to  bits  the  FBI’s  crude  attempt  to  harass  our  community  by  suggesting  that  NAMBLA 
had  kidnapped  Etan  Patz.  It  is  now  eight  months  since  that  smear  job  collapsed,  but  have 
you  heard  anything  more  about  that  retired  cab  driver  who  claimed  he  picked  up  a  man  with 
Patz?  Does  it  really  take  eight  months  for  police  artists  to  come  up  with  a  sketch?  (Maybe 
our  gay-police  “liaison”  committee  can  answer  this  question,  if  any  of  them  are  here.)  One 
day  after  our  news  conferences,  the  FBI  and  the  police  were  forced  to  admit  that  they  had 
the  original  of  the  photograph  they  claimed  was  Patz,  just  as  NAMBLA  had  charged.  FBI 
harassment  and  visitation  of  NAMBLA  members  is  continuing  and  renects  a  pathological 
'  hatred  for  gay  liberation.  1  don’t  think  it’ll  be  any  time  soon  that  NAMBLA  plays  .softball 
with  the  cops  or  the  FBI. 

At  the  moment,  of  all  groups  in  our  community,  NAMBLA  is  probably  the  one  most 
directly  feeling  the  brunt  of  state  attacks  on  sexual  liberation.  (In  other  ways,  we  are  all  feel¬ 
ing  it  because  of  AIDS,  which  some  straights  are  using  in  an  effort  to  persuade  us  that  sex  is 
bad,  and  that  middle-class  values  like  monogamy  are  good.)  The  attacks  against  NAMBLA 
by  the  state  are  not  because  the  group  stands  for  horrendous  things,  but  because  it  dares  to 
address  a  taboo  —  just  as  gay  liberation  in  general  is  fighting  for  liberation  from  a  taboo. 
Official  sex  policy  in  America  today  is  based  on  fiction,  not  fact.  Just  as  homosexuals  are  not 
diseased  contaminants,  but  contribute  to  social,  political,  and  economic  life  in  thousands  or 
ways,  so  boy-lovers  are  not  monsters,  and  make  their  own  contribution,  on  many  levels.  At 
great- personal  risk,  they  perform  all  kinds  of  social  services  for  which  they  receive  no 
remuneration,  no  recognition,  and  face  incarceration  for  life  —  all  for  purely  consensual  ac¬ 
tivity  with  a  male  who  has  not  reached  the  magical  ages  set  by  the  state  at  which  sex  is  OK  (or 
at  least  not  prosecutable).  There  isn’t  a  group  of  gay  males  here  today  that  does  not  have 
man/boy  lovers  as  members.  Dignity,  for  example,  recently  “dissassociated”  itself  from 
NAMBLA  in  a  letter  to  bishops  in  New  York  and  New  Jersey:  but  if  the  past  is  any  guide, 
chances  are  that  .some  of  tho.se  bishops  are  boy-lovers. 


In  some  ways,  your  vote  today  on  NAMBI.A’s  application  may  resemble  votes  by  the 
New  York  State  Legislature  on  gay-rights  bills.  Like  legislators,  some  of  you  may  vote  not 
on  the  merits  of  the  issue,  but  on  your  personal  feeling,  misapprehensions,  misunderstan¬ 
dings,  disagreements,  even  prejudice.  Others  ol  you  will  follow  liberatarian  convictions, 
and  vote  to  admit  NAMBLA. 

That  is  the  issue.  If  you  vote  to  deny  N.AMBLA  membership  on  the  grounds  that  you 
don’t  agree  with  it,  you  will  be  cutting  off  your  nose  to  spite  your  face.  Do  you  agree  with 
everything  that  every  other  member  group  in  the  council  believes?  is  such  agreement  a 
precondition  for  membership?  Of  eourse  not.  The  lesbian  and  gay  movement  has  more 
variety  than  all  of  heterosexual  society  put  together.  Our  strength  lies  in  aceeptance  ol  our 
variety  —  expressed  well  by  the  theme  for  this  year’s  Clay  Fride  march,  “Diversity  is  our 
strength.  Liberation  is  our  fight.”  .\  vote  to  admit  NAMBL.'X  will  s’trenglhcn  the  council, 
hut  the  opposite  is  also  true. 

Man/boy  love  is  a  universal  phenomenon,  and  hardly  foreign  to  the  gay  movement. 
But  since  the  days  of  Magnus  Hirschfeld,  the  “respectable”  gay  movement  has  tried  to 
gain  more  rights  for  some  at  the  direct  expense  of  others  —  boy-lovers.  In  the  early  cen¬ 
tury,  Hirshfeld’s  group  called  for  repeal  of  the  German  sodomy  statute  in  exchange  for 
raising  the  age  of  consent  from  14  to  16.  Last  May,  Wisconsin  repealed  its  sodomy  law  w  ith 
an  amendment  that  increased  from  a  misdemeanor  to  a  felony  sex  with  a  16  or  17  year  old! 
Where  was  the  outcry  from  the  lesbian  and  gay  movement  against  such  an  obvious 
di.scrimination  against  teenagers  and  their  older  lovers?  Plus  ca  change,  plus  c  est  la  meme 
chose. 

Increased  community  cooperation  —  reflecting  the  variety  ol  our  community  —  is 
desirable  for  all  of  us.  We  are  stronger  for  reflecting  that  variety,  not  tor  adapting  to  what 
is  opportunistically  acceptable  to  the  powers  that  be.  Liberation  is  not  going  to  come  from 
getting  UX),  2(X),  or  even  2(K)()  gay  delegates  to  a  Democratic  Party  convention.  Il  will  come 
when  we  stick  together  in  our  common,  yet  varied,  struggle  for  freedom  of  sexual  expres¬ 
sion  —  a  timely  slogan  raised  by  lesbian  feminists  in  the  laie  sixties. 

It’s  curious  that  the  two  most  visible  spokespeople  for  gay  rights  iti  recent  days  are 
both  boy-lovers  (Rep.  Studds  and  former  Rep.  Bauman).  The  fact  is  that  boy-lovers  are  an 
ubiquitous  part  of  our  movement  —  and  of  our  history  as  homosexuals  in  the  W'est  and 
throughout  the  world.  Boy-lovers  are  everywhere,  in  virtually  all  organizations  —  gay  and 
“.straight”  —  and  at  all  levels  of  society.  Boy-lovers  and  youths  have  played  an  important 
role  in  gay  liberation  sinee  the  beginning.  No  matter  how  you  vote,  the  man/boy  love  issue 
is  not  going  to  go  away. 

You  should  vote  today  on  the  merits  of  NAMBLA’s  application  as  a  group  whose  im- 
portanee  and  relevance  to  the  community  warrant  the  right  to  membership  in  the  council. 
Unfortunately,  .some  opponents  of  NAMBLA  have  resorted  to  a  disinformation  campaign 
involving  distortion  and  lies  in  order  to  sway  your  vote.  A  key  ingredient  in  this  brew  is  the 
ludicrous  assertion  that  NAMBLA  is  a  “Trotskyite  front,”  a  tool  in  some  diabolical  com¬ 
munist  conspiracy.  Such  stupid  red-baiting  is  designed  to  divide  and  disrupt,  and  should 
make  the  FBI  happy.  1  hope  our  movement  has  learned  to  see  through  such  crap.  (The  US 
Labor  Party  says  NAMBLA  is  a  front  group  of  the  Quakers!) 

1  urge  you  to  follow  the  example  of  the  International  Gay  As.sociation,  which  recently 
approved  overwhelmingly  NAMBLA’s  membership. 


The  Real  Killers 


Sally  Tyre  —  In  Memoriam

AIDS  is  a  horrible  disease,  and  no  expense  should  be  spared  to  find  a  cure  or  vaccine. 
But  if  we  are  to  be  concerned  about  health  in  our  community,  we  need  to  take  a  hard  look  at 
the  real  killers  of  Gay  men  and  Lesbians,  which  take  a  far  greater  toll  than  AIDS  does. 

Among  these  are  Christianity,  cigarettes,  and  alcohol.  Christianity  kills  us  m  many 
ways.  It  has  been  the  prime  motivator  in  thousands  upon  thousands  of  Gay  and  Lesbian  sui¬ 
cides  worldwide.  Thequeerbasher  who  kills  often  feels  he  has  the  tacit  approval  ol  his  priest, 
Leviticus,  and  God.  Due  to  Christianity’s  influence  many  employers  would  never  hire  a  gay 
person,  and  fire  such  people  when  they  are  discovered.  This  makes  us  more  likely  to  he 
poor— and  poverty  kills.  Poor  people  tend  to  receive  less  medical  care,  eat  less  well,  and  die 

at  an  earlier  age.  •  ,  ju- 

Christianity  also  causes  legislators  to  vote  against  our  rights  and  to  vote  against  acidi- 

tionaf  funding  for  AIDS  research. 

Unlike  Christianity,  which  kills  Lesbians  and  Gay  men  of  all  ages,  cigarettes  tend  to  kill 
older  members  of  our  community.  They  do  the  job  by  causing  lung  cancer,  emphysema, 
stroke  and  heart  disease.  Cigarettes  have  killed  Lesbians  and  Gay  men  at  an  astounding  rate, 
and  continue  to  kill  us  at  a  pace  that  makes  AIDS  look  like  a  minor  worry  by  compari.son. 

Lastly,  consider  alcohol.  This  killer  has  a  wide-ranging  repertoire.  Many  Gays  and  Le.s- 
bians  die  while  driving  drunk,  are  killed  by  drunk  drivers,  or,  as  drunk  pedestrians,  stumble 

into  traffic  or  fall  in  front  of  the  subway  train. 

Assuming  we  are  ten  percent  of  the  population,  these  three  types  ot  alcohol-caused 
deaths  kill  perhaps  four  thousand  of  us  each  year.  Add  to  that  number  those  killed  by  liver 
failure,  alcohol-related  spouse  abuse,  heart  disease,  alcoholism,  industrial  accidents  and 
other  job-related  deaths,  and  you  see  the  enormity  of  this  health  cri.sis. 

Lest  1  be  misinterpreted,  let  me  assure  you  that  1  do  not  hate  Christians,  smokers,  or 
drinkers;  1  hate  Chri.stianity,  cigarettes,  and  alcohol— because  they  kill  us.  AIDS  is  killing 

us,  too,  and  is  cause  for  alarm.  .  .  ■  u 

But  it  really  troubles  me  to  talk  with  a  Gay  man  who  tells  me  how  frightened  he  is  by 
AIDS  while  he’s  smoking  a  cigarette,  having  one  more  drink  for  the  road,  and  making  plans 
to  attend  Church  on  Sunday. 

1  would  like  to  challenge  every  Lesbian  and  Gay  man  concerned  about  health  to  stop 
smoking,  stop  drinking  alcohol,  stop  supporting  Chri.stianity  in  word,  in  deed,  or  with  mon¬ 
ey,  and  to  take  one  half  of  the  money  thus  saved  and  donate  it  to  the  AIDS  Action  Commit¬ 
tee,  GCN,  The  National  Gay  Task  Force,  Gay  Rights  National  Lobby,  or  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Advocates  and  Defenders.

She  was 
also  strong  and  determined  and  had  all  the  business  savvy  needed  to  run  her  bar.  She  was 
proud  of  her  staff  and  they  in  turn  proved  to  be  an  efficient  team.  Her  rapport  with  her 
workers  built  a  fun  and  friendly  atmosphere  for  themselves  and  the  customers.  Fverytime  I 
went  to  Mamzelles  it  was  a  joy!  I  enjoyed  my  talks  with  Sally.  We  shared  some  of  the  same 
likes  and  dislikes.  It  fascinated  me  to  see  how  we  shared  an  opinion  with  Sally  approaching  it 
from  a  totally  different  standpoint  than  myself.  Also  her  knowledge  of  making  gay 
businesses  work  and  her  insights  into  political  correctness  were  thoughtprovoking.  I  always 
had,  and  will  have,  great  respect  and  gratitude  for  her.  I  wish  she  was  still  with  us.

My  Sister  In  This  House  begins 
quietly  with  two  sisters  of'  the  serv¬ 
ing  class  writing  one  another  let¬ 
ters;  the  quiet  overvoices  almost 
lull  one  into  thinking  the  evening 
may  evolve  into  an  episode  of 
Upstairs,  Downstairs.  It  ends  with 
an  outburst  of  horrific  violence 
that  springs  from  class  and  gender 
oppression  (and  repression)  that 
might  seem  appropriate  if  Karl 
Marx  and  Valery  Solanas  had  co¬ 
directed  h'riday  the  13  II.  To  the 
credit  of  the  cast  and  director

model  maid,  self-effacing  to  the 
point  of  self-negation.  Her  little 
sister  is  nowhere  as  careful,  but  she 
adores  Christine  and  clearly 
Christine  has  assumed  the  role  of 
protectre.ss  with  the  same  energy 
and  attentiveness  she  puts  into  her 
work.  They  live  in  an  insular 
world,  speaking  only  between 
themselves,  accepting  and  harbor¬ 
ing  every  slight  and  injustice  that 
befalls  them.  Madame  and  Isabelle 
—  mother  and  daughter  —  are 
their  mirror  image.  With  the  ad¬ 
vantage  of  class,  their  world  is  a  bit 
wider  but  not  much.  They  hardly 
ever  leave  the  house,  never  leave 
town  and  apparently  never  see 
their  husbands  or  father.  As  trap¬ 
ped  as  Christine  and  Lea,  they  lord 
over  an  empty  world  where  dust 
beneath  the  carpet  is  as  important 
as  their  social  status. 

The  world  of  My  Sister  In  This 
House  is  one  of  frustrated  action 
and  thwarted  desire.  Christine’s 
identity  is  totally  formed  by  the 
perfection  of  her  work;  Madame’s 
identity  is  based  solely  upon  being 
the  perfect  bourgeoisie.  All  action 
is  aimed  at  that  goal:  every  ac¬ 
tion,  by  its  nature,  is  destined  to 
lead  nowhere.  Both  Lea  and 
Isabelle  lean  on  and  follow  their 
stronger  half’s  will;  each  is  the  im¬ 
perfect  reflection  of  her  own,  and 
the  other’s,  expectations.  My 
Sister  In  This  House  recounts 
these  four  women’s  attempts  at 
achieving  selfhood.  Both  the  rela¬ 
tionship  between  the  sisters  and 
that  between  the  mother  and  her 
daughters  are  sym- 
tween  servant  and  mistress.  As  the 
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Lorien  Corbelletti  (kneeling)  and  Madeline  McNamara  in  My  Sister  In 
This  House. 


reenactment  of  daily  rituals  — 
both  janitorial  and  social  —  be¬ 
comes  more  and  more  meaning¬ 
less,  the  anger  and  frustration  be¬ 
come  more  unbearable.  Finally,  in 
a  frenzy  of  anger,  envy  and  re¬ 
venge  and  in  an  attempt  to  burst 
free,  the  sisters  violently  murder 
and  mutilate  the  mother  and 
daughter. 

Kesselman’s  play  is  based  on  a 
true  incident  (the  same  one  Genet 


used  in  The  Maids  ).  But  her  con¬ 
cern  is  not  simply  the  injuries  of 
class  or  the  oppression  of  women, 
but  a  troubling  network  ofhow  the 
social  and  personal  continually 
bind  these  women  (and  us)  to  one 
another  and  the  constant  com¬ 
promises  that  are  made  in  the 
course  of  doing  “what  is 
expected.’’  All  of  the  characters 
live  vicariously  through  and  with

Seven  years  ago  in  a  living 
room  in  Portland,  Oregon,  three 
refugees  from  the  local  women’s 
chorus  were  harmonizing  their  favo¬ 
rite  fifties  tunes  for  some  friends, 
who  became  so  enthused  that  they 
persuaded  the  Dyketones  to  go 
public.  Chukki  Linguini  recalls 
that  the  girls  had  “nervous  sto¬ 
machs  for  days”  before  slicking 
back  their  DAs  and  memorizing 
their  six  songs  for  New  Years  Eve 
in  Portland.  They  expected  to  be 
dragged  off  the  stage,  and,  much  to 
their  surprise,  they  were — but  not 
quite  in  the  way  they  had  expected. 
Linguini  remembers  crazed  lesbian 
rock  and  rollers  “screaming  and 
yelling  our  names  and  kissing  our 
legs.”  The  band  repeated  their  reper¬ 
toire  three  times,  including  their 
rendition  of  “I  Will  Follow  You” 
by  one  of  the  Dyketones’  many 
personae.  Little  Lila  and  the  Lem¬ 
mings. 

For  the  first  six  months  of  the 


group’s  existence  they  sang  a  ca- 
pella,  but  they  soon  acquired  a 
drummer,  bass  player  and  lead 
guitarist,  and  they  were  on  their 
way — singing  at  Halloween  and 
New  Years  parties  for  the  Portland 
lesbian  community  and  at  the 
Northwest  Women’s  Music  Festi¬ 
val. 

The  Dyketones  have  just  fin¬ 
ished  their  first  summer  gig  in 
Provincetown  at  the  Pilgrim 
House.  In  their  nightly  show  they 
entertained  the  students  of  Dyke 
High  with  such  old  faves  as  “In  the 
Still  of  the  Night,”  “She’s  a  Rebel,” 
“My  Guy  (Dyke)”  and  “My  Girl¬ 
friend’s  Back  (she’s  gonna  save  my 
reputation).”  The  seven  women  in 
the  band  change  costumes,  charac¬ 
ter  and  gender  several  times  during 
the  course  of  their  performance. 
Their  fine  musicianship,  clever  hu¬ 
mor  and  theatrical  skills  transcend¬ 
ed  a  dismal  sound  system  and  a 
basement  ambiance  reminiscent  of 


a  ’50s  rec  room. 

The  Dyketones  have  an  ambi¬ 
valent  relationship  to  the  Golden 
Oldies  they  sing,  which  they  ex¬ 
press  in  their  one  contemporary 
song,  by  Christen  Lems; 

Those  olden  days  were 
not  so  golden  you 
know. 

Girls  who  got  in  trouble 
they  had  nowhere  to 

go- 

They  couldn’t  take  their 
lives  into  their  own 
hands. 

Spent  their  time  swoon¬ 
ing  over  rock  and  roll 
bands. 

In  those  days  colored 
people  knew  their 
place. 

They  didn’t  try  to  barge 
into  the  human  race. 

But  Elvis  and  the  others 
picked  upalltheircues. 

They  made  a  million  dol¬ 


lars  singing  white  boy 
blues. 

Girls  wore  thick  make 
up.  Boys  wore  thick 
grease. 

If  you  didn’t  have  a 
steady  you  were  never 
at  ease. 

Swearing  and  sex  they 
were  mortal  sins. 

Why  the  hell  you  think 
we  brought  the  ’60s  in? 

Everybody  looked  and 
walked  and  thought 
the  same. 

And  learned  all  the  de¬ 
tails  of  the  dating 
game. 

Boys  they  were  letter 
men  or  else  they  were 
queer. 

If  they  were  small  or  shy 
they  lived  in  constant 
fear. 

Wowowo... They’re  danc¬ 
ing  to  what  oppressed 


us  thirty  years  ago. 

However,  as  Chukki  Linguini  ex¬ 
plains,  “It  is  liberating  to  see  wom¬ 
en  dance  together  to  this  music 
when  we  used  to  be  wallflowers  in 
the  fifties.”  Linguini  remembers 
how  hard  it  was  to  be  gay  during 
that  era:  the  painful  crushes  on 
high  school  “best  friends,”  life  in 
the  closet  and  “the  attitude  that  It 
was  a  sickness...”  Lesbians  in  their 
40s  and  50s  now  often  come  up  to 
the  band  and  tell  them  how  impor¬ 
tant  it  is  to  be  able  to  dance  with 
their  women  lovers  to  this  music. 

Back  in  Portland,  the  Dyke¬ 
tones  perform  regularly  in  a  drag 
club  called  Darcelle  XV  where  they 
have  a  faithful  following  of  lesbi¬ 
ans,  gay  men,  transvestites  and 
friendly  straights.  This  environ- 
ent  has  helped  to  form  the  Dyke¬ 
tones’  image.  Their  manager  is  also 
their  costume  designer.  Dyketone

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art.  nudes,  pornography.  Fine  lines  divide  these  images  of  the  human  form. 

History,  social  mores  and  artistic  convention  create  specific  meaning  in  the  tilt  of  a  pelvis, 
the  planes  of  arms,  torso,  thighs.  Objective  studies  become  pornographic  when  a  thigh  turns  outward  Just  so  or  a  pelvis 
tilts  suggestively  upward.  Pornography  becomes  absurd  when  the  lift  of  a  chin, the  shrugging 
of  a  shoulder  distract  from  the  sexual  come-on.  Formal  studies  become  “nudes”  when  they  remind  the  viewer  of  a  sexual 

experience.  Pornography,  too, 

becomes  simply  naked  bodies  when  some  line  between  fantasy  and  everyday  life  is  crossed, 
art.  nudes,  pornography.  Fine  lines  divide  the  classes  of  people  who  appreciate  these  depictions  of  the  human  form. 

To  study  the  human  form;  to  gain  pleasure  from  seeing  the  human  body;  to  create  a  sexual  practice 
utilizing  depictions  of  the  human  body.  The  meaning  of  a  particular  image  may  differ  from  person  to  person  and  may 

carry  another  cultural  message  in  capitalist  society. 

Sexual  energy  is  evoked  in  our  everyday  existence  through  billboards,  advertisements  and  socially  condoned 
modes  of  human  interaction,  but  we  are  not  allowed  to  express  sexual  feelings  outside  of  strictly  prescribed  relationships. 

Instead,  most  of  our  energy 

is  channelled  into  work.  We  are  as  alienated  from  our  sexual  desire  as  from  the  fruits  of  our  labor, 
capitalism;  the  big  tease.  Work  is  the  cold  shower  for  capitalist  society.  How  do  we  convey  our  sexuality  and  sexual 
practices  when  printing  pictures  of  naked  people  is  big  business? 

I  have  a  lot  of  picture  books.  They  run  the  gamut  from  my  international  atlas  to  my  International  Male  Catalog. 

They  constitute  a  wide  variety  of  worlds  which  I  may  experience  when  my  daily  existence  seems  too 
troublesome  or  boring  or  when  I  want  a  different  set  of  rules  to  order  my  sights.  With  my  picture  books,  1  can  go 
anywhere,  be  anyone,  experience  anything  that  I  have  the  creativity  to  imagine. 

With  my  atlas  I  explore  deserts  and  icecaps,  transcend  political  boundaries 
and  see  the  world  as  natural  regions.  My  architectural  journals  give  me  a  world 
of  pristine,  newly  constructed  spaces,  a  world  of  fantastic  buildings 
of  polished  metal,  stone,  glass,  sculpted  wood.  There  is  no 
litter  or  polllution  in  this  world;  buildings  project  their  special  character  on  a  world  where 
people  are  no  longer  a  reference  for  scale  or  value.  I  have  numerous  books  of  film  stars,  beautiful,  retouched,  elegantly 
dressed  people  who  do  not  have  to  iron  their  clothes,  grocery  shop  or  attend  boring  meetings. 

In  their  world  I  can  dine  without  spilling  my  food,  eat  on  unchipped  crockery,  and  never  need  to  brush  my  teeth  or  attend 
to  bodily  functions.  All  of  these  worlds  are  unreal,  they  do  not  contain  the  individual 
and  social  problems  I  face  everyday. 

But  fantasy  life  is  not  just  an  escape  from  reality.  The  part  of  my  life  that  centers  around  these  books 
is  a  separate  reality,  not  a  substitute  for  “real”  experiences.  I  don’t  confuse  being  in  New  York  with  projecting  an  idea  of 
New  York  with  pictures.  Both  experiences  form  my  identity  —  I  am  a  holographic 
image  composed  from  these  different  worlds. 

When  I  started  working  at  GCN,  I  discovered  gay  male  skin  magazines,  a  soft-core  genre  unto  itself. 

I  was  fascinated  by  the  aura  of  renegade  sexuality  and  the  absence  of  straight  porn’s  objectification  of  women. 
(Although  some  of  them  duplicate  this  with  too  many  pretty  men,  in  too  many  more-of-the-same  positions.) 

I  love  the  idea  of  a  visual  language  for  gay  sexuality,  hinting  at  the  possibility  of  creating  words 
and  pictures  that  reflect  my  own  sexuality.  But  books  of  this  kind  —  by  lesbians  —  aren’t  readily  available. 

There  is  a  hole  on  my  shelf  of  picture  books  reserved  for  jerk-off  magazines  for  lesbians. 

Capitalist  society  has  created  a  place  for  pornography:  it  is  crass,  commercial  and  debasing.  Art  occupies  the  opposite 
position:  it  is  pure,  even  apolitical,  and  calls  us  to  our  higher  nature.  Not  surprisingly,  pornography  is  more 
widely  distributed  and  represents  a  larger,  more  lucrative  industry  than  art.  Both  pornography  and  art  work  together  in 
capitalist  society  to  channel  sexual  and  creative  impulse  into  abbreviated  expressions;  the  less  sex  and  painting  we  do  the 
more  “real  work”  is  harnessed  into  the  economic  machine.  We  are  atomized  into  small  units  where 
we  are  programmed  to  receive  cultural  values.  Television,  pornography,  art  and  self-paced  learning  packets 
are  forms  that  are  manipulated  to  serve  the  needs  of  this  society:  increasingly, 
they  remove  us  from  learning  cultural  values  through  groups  situations  which  are  replaced  by  individual 
interactions,  often  with  books  or  machines.  You  can  mold  people’s  minds  faster 
this  way,  there  is  less  opportunity  for  questioning  and  for  organizing  forces  to  subvert  the  intended  lesson. 

The  atomizing  of  art  and  pornography  replace  other  cultural  rituals  where  groups  express  creative  impulses  and  an 
appreciation  for  beauty  through  ritual  art,  or  celebrate  sexuality  and  sexual  pleasure  through  dramas  or  feasts. 

It  is  important  to  examine  the  function  of  art  and  pornography  in  contemporary  society;  what  practice  revolves 

around  these  two  types  of  artifact? 

A  great  deal  has  been  written  about  the  isolation  of  art  into  galleries 
and  museums 

and  about  the  creation  of  public  art,  public  space  and  parks  for 
people.  The  arguments  are  well-extablished: 

putting  art  into  inaccessible  or  special  buildings  obliterates  the  rela¬ 
tionship  between  the  artist  and  viewer.  This  creates 
two  categories,  artists  and  non-artists,  and  permits  the  characteriza¬ 
tion  that  artists  have  a  special  vision  and  are  at  the  same  time, 
amoral,  crazy  and  irresponsible.  This  cements  the  two  categories; 
ordinary  people  cannot  produce  art  without  identifying  with  the 
stigmas,  nor  are  they  likely  to  believe 

they  have  any  special  vision. The  creative  urge  is  thus  either  channeled 
into  an  appreciation  of  art,  or  subverted  into  an  anti-art  or  anti¬ 
esthetic  views. 

Pornography  involves  a  similar  dichotomy  of  characterization. 

This  society  is  sex  negative  and  discourages  sexual  practice 
outside  strictly  ordered  marital  relationships, 
discourages  even  an  open  discourse  on  sexuality. 

In  this  context,  ritual  celebrations  of  sexuality  are  easily  channeled 
into  a  sexual  practice  revolving  around  pornography 
or  other  material  that  inspires  sexual  fantasy. 

In  the  same  way  that  relating  to  art  takes  on  a  mixed  message 
relative  to  the  creative  impulse,  so  using  pornography 
or  other  material  in  a  sexual  practice  gets  mixed  messages  relative 
to  sexual  desire.  Two  categories  of  people  result: 
those  who  develop  a  sexual  practice  that  uses  pornographic  or  other 
material  and  those  who  insist  that  sexual  practices  can  only  exist 
with  other  people,  and  that  anything  else  is  a  sick  substitute. 

Like  artists,  those  who  use  pornography  are  labelled  weird  or  inept 
while  hinting  at  an  excitement  that  simultaneously  gives 
pornography  an  allure. 

Those  who  don’t  use  pornography  either  consider  it  perverted  or 
feel  that  porn  won’t  “turn  them  on,”  i.e.  they 
don’t  believe  they  have  to  imagination  to  enjoy  some  form 
of  sexual  material. 

Under  the  guise  of  freedom  of  speech,  many  liberals 
permit  the  production  of  pornography  while  condemning 
the  idea  of  a  sexual  practice 

that  revolves  around  pictures.  (“People  should  be  allowed 
to  read  what  they  want, 

but  in  a  perfect  society,  no  one  would  want  to  read  dirty 
magazines.”)  But  capitalist  society  manipulates  the  production 
of  pornography.  Mass-produced  pornography, 
which  is  most  pornography  since  home-made  works  tend  to  land 
you  in  jail,  is  racist, 

sexist,  degrading  and  anti-sex.  Controlling  the  production  of  por¬ 
nography  allows  capitalist 

society  to  keep  everyone  in  the  closet  about  their  sexual  practice.

one  another:  the  sisters  seem  to  be 
lovers  at  some  points;  Madam  is 
always  molding  Isabelle  into  her¬ 
self.  They  are  all  trapped  and 
ultimately  destroyed  by  their  re¬ 
fusal  to  see  the  world  as  anything 
other  than  what  it  is. 

It  would  be  fairly  easy  to  do  a 
simple  pro-feminist,  or  pro- 
working-class  work  with  this  mat¬ 
erial.  (It  is  true  that  both  servants 
and  women  are  oppressed;  the 
play  never  denies  that.)  But 
Kesselman,  and  Double  Edge,  are 
more  interested  in  how  the  women 
deal  with  and  handle  these  facts.  It 
is  not  a  cheery  vision;  if  anything 
the  play  verges  on  being  determin¬ 
istic  rather  than  liberating,  but  it  is 
a  vision  pursued  with  integrity  and 
talent.  All  four  cast  members  are 
quite  good;  Madeline  McNamara 
is  a  standout  as  Christine  (the 
scene  in  which  she  struggles  with  a 
container  of  flour  while  she  begins 
to  lose  her  self-control  is  a  devas¬ 
tating  lesson  in  controlled  acting.) 

The  play  it.self  contains  loose 
edges;  it  tries  too  hard  but  never 
lets  its  basic  emotional  impact 
degenerate.  In  an  age  when  most 
theater  is  about  very  little,  the 
flawed  overachiever  is  a  find.  My 
Sister  In  This  House  is  not  simple, 
with  easy  answers.  It  uses  violence 
to  provoke;  and  it  works. 


Wallace  Hamilton,  1919-1983 


Author,  playwright  and  activist  Wallace  Hamilton  died  on  Thurs¬ 
day,  September  1  at  Beth  Israel  Hospital  in  New  York  City  after  an 
accident  in  his  home.  Hamilton  is  best  known  for  his  novels,  which 
include  Christopher  and  Gay,  Coming  Out,  David  at  Olivet  and 
Kevin.  Among  the  24  plays  he  wrote  are  The  Burning  of  the  Leper, 
Midnight  Cry,  Bonus  March  and  A  Friend  in  the  Family.  Hamilton 
was  active  in  the  Gay  Activist  Alliance  of  New  York  in  the  ’7()s  and  in 
the  North  American  Man/Boy  Love  Association  (NAMBLA)  more 
recently.  “He  was  fighting  for  sexual  freedom  to  the  end,”  David 
Thorstad  of  NAMBLA  said  recently.

Patsy  Decline’s  gorgeous  green 
feathered  chaps  were  a  gift  from  a 
female  impersonator  friend.  We 
were  thinking  that  it  was  unusual 
for  us  city  dwelling,  east  coast  les¬ 
bians  to  hear  of  “women’s  music” 
being  showcased  in  this  way.  How¬ 
ever,  the  Dyketones’  interaction 
with  the  queens  at  Darcelle’s  has 
been  an  important  one.  Gender- 
fuck — the  consciously  political 
confusion  of  sex  roles  important  in 
the  early  gay  movement  but  rare 
on  the  contemporary  lesbian  scene — 
is  an  important  part  of  the  band’s 
appeal. 


Although  drag  has  become  an 
integral  part  of  their  performance, 
members  of  the  band  said  that 
until  they  became  Dyketones  it 
had  been  an  experience  confined  to 
their  adolescence.  Skully  used  to 
spend  hours  in  the  bathroom  slick¬ 
ing  her  hair  back  into  the  perfect 
DA.  Chukki’s  look  is  modeled 
after  her  older  male  cousin.  She 
explained  that  at  first  the  Dyke- 
tone  drag  was  difficult  to  do:  “it 
was  a  threat  and  an  identity  crisis." 
Donny  Delgado,  when  she  realized 
she’d  have  to  audition  for  the  band 
as  a  femme,  was  horrified.  She  dug 


up  a  blonde  bouffant  wig,  a  poodle 
skirt,  a  glamorous  pair  of  harle¬ 
quin  glasses  and  a  pair  of  genuine 
saddle  shoes  and  sang  “I  Think  I’m 
Going  Out  of  My  Head.”  The 
audience  is  also  affected  by  the  fre¬ 
quent  role  changes.  Our  assump¬ 
tions  about  the  immutability  of 
gender  are  overturned. 

Unfortunately,  with  the  sum¬ 
mer’s  end,  the  Dyketones  have 
returned  home  to  Portland.  How¬ 
ever,  they  may  be  making  an  east 
coast  tour  this  fall,  so  keep  your 
saddle  shoes  polished  and  hang 
onto  your  groom  ’n  clean.

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Placing  the  production  of  both  art 
and  pornography  back  into  our 
hands  gives  us  more  options  for 
the  expression  of  our  sexual  and 
creative  desires  and  subverts 
capitalist  society  by  allowing 
direct  expression  of  these  feelings, 
instead  of  alienating  them  by 
channeling  them  into  work.  An 
open  dialogue  about  desires  might 
shift  the  balance  of  power  for 
groups  whose  sexuality  has  been 
misunderstood. 

I  had  hoped  that  Lady  might  be 
part  of  such  a  dialogue.  Here  is  a 
man  best  known  for  his  photo¬ 
graphy  of  gay  males  collaborating 
with  a  straight  woman  body¬ 
builder,  who  is  his  model.  Unfor¬ 
tunately,  most  of  these  photo¬ 
graphs  don’t  work.  The  disso¬ 
nance  between  Lisa  Lyon’s  highly- 
built  body  and  the  traditional  garb 
and  poses  (which  often  imitate 
straight  advertising  and  soft  porn) 
is  not  drawn  clearly  enough. Many 
of  the  pictures  just  look  silly  — 
you  can  see  where  they  are  going 
and  you  can  see  exactly  why  they 
don’t  get  there.  The  book  teeters 
on  the  brink  between  sexual  fan¬ 
tasy  and  erotically  unencumbered 
appreciation  for  a  carefully 
sculpted  set  of  female  muscles.  In¬ 
deed,  this  collaboration  veers 
wildly  from  the  abstract  and  for¬ 
mal  to  the  fantastic  and  por¬ 
nographic;  Mapplethorpe’s  eclec¬ 
ticism  verges  on  incoherence.  As 
an  approach,  it  lacks  a  pro- 
grgmatic  shattering  of  the  tradi¬ 


tional  elements  in  photographic 
composition.  His  scrapping  icon- 
oclasm  works  brilliantly  on  occa¬ 
sion,  but  we  suspect  this  is  an  acci¬ 
dent.  He  seems  to  be  out  of  con¬ 
trol  or  unconscious  of  how  the 
elements  he  chooses  work  toge¬ 
ther,  producing  shots  that  are  em- 
barassingly  cliched. 

Most  strikingly  absent  is  a  point 
of  view  —  who  is  supposed  to  un¬ 
derstand  these  pictures?  He  makes 
so  many  references  to  por¬ 
nography,  academic  figural  stud¬ 
ies,  turn-of-the-century  gay 
iconography,  sports  and  fashion 
photography,  that  it  is  nearly  im¬ 
possible  to  figure  out  what  is  hap¬ 
pening  in  any  single  picture. 
Sometimes  he  seems  to  be  making 
a  criticism  of  pornography  or  a 
comment  on  the  formal  nude  tra¬ 
dition,  but  his  mixing  and  match¬ 
ing  is  so  uncontrolled  that  the 
photographs  come  off  as  disturb¬ 
ed  and  disturbing. 

Lady  is  dissappointing.  Parts  of 
it  are  a  step  toward  new  images  of 
women  and  our  sexual  desires. 
This  book  has  received  a  great 
deal  of  attention  because  it  is 
mass-marketed,  still  a  part  of  the 
controlling  interest.  Some  other 
books  have  better  examples  of 
women  body  builders  and  some 
rare  books  have  better  sexual 
material.  What  Lady  provides  is 
an  overview  in  one  book  of  a  lot 
of  possibilities  that  haven’t  yet 
formed  their  own  visual  language. 
1  think  it  will  be  up  to  the

change  written  INS  policy  until  a 
decision  on  the  appeal  has  been 
made. 

However,  he  pointed  out  that, 
since  the  regulation  had  in  effect 
only  been  enforced  when  a  gay  or 
lesbian  visitor  identified  them¬ 
selves  as  such,  changes  in  written 
policy  may  have  little  noticeable 
effect.  Jervis  also  said  it  is  unlikely 
that  the  INS  will  enact  any  other 
policy  to  exclude  gay  tourists. 

He  said  it  would  be  extremely 
difficult  to  determine  how  many 
gay  and  lesbian  visitors  were  turn¬ 
ed  away  at  the  border  since  no 
such  statistics  were  kept.  Leonard 
Graff  pointed  out  that  it’s  likely 
most  gay  visitors  who  were  con¬ 
fronted  by  INS  guards  were  intimi¬ 
dated  by  them  and  turned  around 
immediately. 

Carl  Hill,  the  man  who  started  it 
all,  could  not  be  reached  for  com¬ 
ment.  Although  presumed  to  be  in 
London,  the  NGRA  has  lost  track 
of  Hill  in  the  last  two  years.

. .  .but  GCN want.s  to  remind  its  readers  that  gay 
men  are  at  particular  risk  of  contracting  hepatitis 
B,  a  liver  infection  which  kills  5000  people  each 
year.  That’s  five  times  as  many  fatalities  each 
year  as  have  ever  been  caused  by  AIDS.  As  of 
yet,  there  is  no  specific  preventative  or  cure  for 
AIDS.  But  vve  do  have  a  vaccine  for  hepatitis  B. 

If  you  have  already  had  hepatitis  B,  you  may  not 
need  the  vaccine.  It’s  even  possible  that  you  may 
have  contracted  a  mild  form  of  the  disease  with¬ 
out  knowing  it.  A  simple  and  relatively  inexpen¬ 
sive  screening  can  determine  whether  you  already 
have  the  hepatitis  B  antibody,  or  if  you  should 
consider  getting  the  vaccine.  So  visit  your  doctor, 
your  local  gay  clinic,  or  a  community  health 
center  and  ask  about  the  hepatitis  B  screening 
and  vaccine.  And  if  you  can,  consider  making  a 
donation  so  that  those  who  can’t  afford  the  ex¬ 
pensive  treatment  can  stay  healthy  too. 

In  Bosion,  the  hepatitis  B  screening  and  vaccine 
is  available  from  the  Fenway  Community  Health 
Center,  which  maintains  a  fund  to  provide  grants 
and  loans  to  those  who  cannot  afford  the  vac¬ 
cine.

Cominued  from  page  I 
speech  about  American  demo¬ 
cracy  and  the  virtues  thereof  and 
then  asked  me  how  many  gay 
people  there  are  in  this  com¬ 
munity.  1  said  I  didn’t  know  and  I 
didn’t  see  why  it  was  his  business 
anyway. 

“Then  he  asked  me  how  gay 
people  feel  on  a  number  of  issues, 
including  the  Sandinistas  and'all 
kinds  of  shit.  It  was  amazing.  I 
said  gay  people  as  a  group  don’t 
feel  any  way  —  it  was  a  ridiculous 
question.  He  wanted  to  know 
about  coalitions  we  had  formed 
with  leftist  groups.  He  asked  me 
why  people  blow  up  buildings.  He 
said  he  wanted  to  have  a  political 
discussion  with  me.  I  said  I  didn’t 
want  to.  He  told  me  he  knew 
where  I  worked.  He  was  listing 
names  of  all  these  people  and  ask¬ 
ing  me  if  I  knew  them.  I  didn’t 
answer.’’ 

Morrill  then  showed  the  woman 
several  pictures  of  a  man  and  a 
woman  whom  he  described  as 
“Brink’s  robbery  suspects.’’  The 
woman  said  she  did  not  know 
them  and  had  never  seen  them. 
Finally,  when  the  woman  got  up  to 
leave,  Morrill  said:  “We  will  be 
seeing  you  again.  Don’t  tell  any¬ 
body  I  was  here.’’ 

The  woman  told  GCN  she 
believes  the  FBI  is  using  the 
harassment  investigation  as  a  way 
of  getting  information  for  its  own 
investigation  of  the  lesbian  com¬ 


munity  in  Northampton.  “Kre- 
mensky  called  a  whole  bunch  of 
people  on  phone  machines,”  she 
explained,  “and  left  life- 
threatening  messages.  So  we  have 
approximately  50  tapes  of  this  guy. 
The  state  investigator  has  only  got 
a  trap  on  one  phone  and  they  only 
have  one  tape  which  they  can 
legally  show  is  Kremensky.  We 
needed  the  FBI  to  analylze  the 
tapes  on  a  voice  analysis  machine 
and  tell  us  whether  the  rest  of  the 
tapes  were  Kremensky.  1  was  very 
aware  of  that  when  I  walked  into 
the  room,  and  so  were  they.” 

Morrill  never  directly  stated  that 
the  FBI  would  analyze  the  tapes 
only  if  she  cooperated,  according 
to  the  woman,  but  she  felt  that 
that  ultimatum  was  an  implied 
message  throughout  the  meeting. 
“He  never  made  any  direct  con¬ 
nection  between  the  harassment 
tapes  being  analyzed  and  what  he 
was  about  to  ask  me,  but  he  also 
did  not  make  a  separation.  That’s 
what  I  felt  was  hanging  over  my 
head  and  I’m  sure  that’s  what  they 
wanted  me  to  think  was  hanging 
over  my  head.” 

GCN  contacted  Trooper  Gib¬ 
bons  by  telephone  to  ask  him 
about  the  FBI  activity  in  North¬ 
ampton.  In  the  exchange  that 
followed.  Gibbons  offered  several 
contradictory  answers  to  the 
questions  asked.  We  first  asked 
Gibbons  if  the  FBI  had  been  in¬

tion.  “No,  they  haven’t,”  was  his 
reply. 

Was  the  FBI  interviewing  wit¬ 
nesses  in  the  harassment  investi¬ 
gation?  “Not  that  I  know  of,” 
Gibbons  said.  “Not  pertaining  to 
this  case.” 

Was  the  FBI  interviewing  wit¬ 
nesses  in  the  harassment  case  per¬ 
taining  to  other  cases?  “No,  not 
:  pertaining  to  any  other  ca.ses,” 
re.spondcd  the  trooper. 

Was  the  FBI  conducting  an  in¬ 
vestigation  in  Northampton? 
“No,  not  at  all.” 

Had  an  FBI  agent  named 
Stephen  Morrill  interviewed 
people  in  Northampton  near  the 
end  of  August?  “That  has  nothing 
to  do  with  my  investigation,”  Gib¬ 
bons  replied,  “and  I  don’t  know 
what  investigation  he’s  looking  in¬ 
to.” 

GCN  asked  Gibbons  if  he  was 
present  at  one  of  those  interviews. 
“No  —  you  know  what  I’m  going 
to  do,  I’m  going  to  refer  you  to  the 
FBI  in  Boston,”  Gibbons  said, 
and  refused  further  comment. 

Hampshire  County  Assistant 
District  Attorney  David  Angier 
would  comment  only  that  “the 
FBI  has  no  involvement  in  this 
case  whatsoever.” 

The  Boston  office  of  the  FBI 
told  GCN  that  Morrill  was  away 
for  several  days.  Larry  Gilligan,  an 
FBI  spokesperson  in  that  office, 

"  said  that  Morrill  was  working  on 
an  investigation  into,  the  1980 
murder  of  New  Jersey  State 
Patrolman  Philip  Lamonaco. 
Gilligan  could  not  say  why  Morrill 
had  been  in  Northampton. 

Members  of  the  lesbian  com¬ 
munity  in  Northampton  have 
begun  to  educate  themselves  about 
their  rights  when  questioned  by  the' 
FBI  (a  summary  of  these  rights 
appears  on  page  17). 

“You  read  about  that  stuff,” 
said  the  woman  who  was  ques¬ 
tioned  by  Morrill,  “but  you  never 
take  it  in  until  you’ve  been  through 
it.  You  think,  ‘Oh,  that’ll  never 
happen  to  me.’  1  mean.  I’m  a  pro¬ 
gressive,  I’m  a  lesbian.  I’m  out  all 
over  the  place.  Why  did  1  think 
they  would  never  want  to  talk  to 
me'’”

men.  Perhaps  for  some  of  the 
more  separatist-oriented  women, 
this  effort  required  rising  above 
stereotypes  or  animosities  toward 
gay  men.  In  some  way,  that  is 
more  consistent  with  feminism. 
Emotionally  as  well  as  politically, 
it  was  a  significant  first  step.  Sub¬ 
sequent  steps  were  not  discussed. 
In  spite  of  the  intense  concerns 
voiced  last  Sunday,  no  follow-up 
is  planned  by  LIHC,  although  they 
will  include  an  AIDS  information 
table  at  their  upcoming  health 
forum.

This  week ’s  news  story  from  Northampton,  Mass,  (page 
I)  and  a  recent  story  from  Cambridge  (Voi.  II,  No.  5)  re¬ 
mind  us  once  again  of  the  federal  government ’s  use  of  grand 
juries  and  the  FBI  to  disrupt  progressive  movements.  H  e ’ve 
found  that  we  can ’t  repeat  often  enough  information  about 
the  dangers  of  these  kinds  of  ‘  ‘investigations.  ’  ‘  In  light  of  re¬ 
cent  indications  of  increased  FBI  activity,  we  reprint  below 
the  te.xt  of  a  leaflet  prepared  in  1978  by  the  Boston  Grand 
Jury  Project.

“No  one  can  penetrate  that  curtain  of  silence.  ” 

—  Richard  Bates,  FBI,  Boston  office. 

During  this  August  the  FBI  visited  or  called  women  in 
Boston,  New  Haven,  Conn.,  Lexington,  Ky.,  and  Delaware 
in  what  that  agency  considers  an  intensified  effort  to  find 
Kathy  Power.  Most  of  the  women  questioned  had  been  in¬ 
volved  with  Susan  Saxe’s  defense  or  in  previous  grand  jury 
resistance  work.  Those  individual  women  have  refused  to 
cooperate  with  the  renewed  government  investigation  into 
our  communities  and  efforts  have  begun  in  these  cities  and 
others  to  inform  people  of  their  rights  should  the  FBI  step 
up  its  harassment.  This  leaflet  is  a  part  of  that  effort. 

Bates,  in  a  Boston  //era/r/ article  of  August  18,  1978,  said 
the  FBI  is  trying  to  “loosen  some  tongues  which  have  been 
silent  since  the  [Susan]  Saxe  arrest.’’  The  women’s  com¬ 
munity  has  a  reputation  of  silence  that  is  well  deserved.  We 
successfully  resisted  the  intense  efforts  of  the  FBI  in  1975  to 
gather  information  on  us,  our  sisters,  and  our  movement. 
The  threat  of  a  grand  jury  directed  at  Boston’s  political 
community  never  materialized.  We  had  educated  ourselves 
about  the  dangers  of  cooperating  with  the  FBI  in  their  at¬ 
tempts  to  gather  information  and  we  presented  a  united 
resistance  that  discouraged  further  harassment. 

FBl/grand  jury  harassment  of  the  women’s  and  gay  com¬ 
munities  may  not  yet  be  a  thing  of  the  past.  Today  many  of 
us  are  involved  in  vital  work  to  combat  the  new  wave  of 
repression  against  women  and  gay  people.  It  is  essential  that 
we  not  let  the  government  disrupt  and  divert  these  efforts. 


Information  and  organization  are  our  best  protection. 

There  is  no  good  reason  to  talk  with  FBI  agents.  You  are 
not  legally  obligated  to  give  more  than  your  name.  There  is  a 
question  as  to  whether  you  legally  have  to  give  even  your 
name  if  you  are  not  face  to  face  with  an  agent,  if  you  are 
talking  through  a  clo.sed  door,  for  example.  And  talking 
through  a  closed  door  is  desirable  if  possible  since  FBI 
agents  have  sometimes  considered  an  invitation  to  come  in 
as  a  consent  to  search. 

After  a  visit  from  the  FBI,  it  is  good  to  talk  to  as  many 
people  as  possible  —  friends,  family,  neighbors,  co-work¬ 
ers,  and  whoever  is  organizing  FBl/grand  jury  resistance  in 
your  area.  Make  sure  they  all  understand  they  are  under  no 
legal  obligation  to  talk  with  FBI  agents,  and  that  they  also 
understand  the  po.ssible  repercussions  to  themselves  and  to 
others  of  talking.  REMEMBER:  SILENCE  IS  OUR 
RIGHT. 

What  to  Do  When  the  FBI  Comes  Calling 

The  FBI  has  a  variety  of  come-ons:  sometimes  friendly, 
sometimes  tough  (as  has  been  done  a  lot  in  gay 
communities),  sometimes  they  pretend  to  be  identified  with 
voter  registration,  the  census  or  credit  bureau,  or  the  long- 
lost  high  school  friend  of  a  friend  of  yours.  Often  they  come 
in  pairs  so  if  you  do  talk  to  them  one  can  corroborate  in 
court  the  other’s  story  of  what  you  said.  They  sometimes  use 
physical  disguises  and  dress  in  ways  intended  to  get  you  to 
drop  your  guard.  Or  they  use  interrogation  tricks,  such  as 
“We  have  information  which  tends  to  implicate  you  in  your 
neighborhood  bank  robbery.  If  you  could  answer  a  few 
questions.  I’m  sure  we  can  straighten  things  out.’’  This  can 
easily  lead  to  you  describing  your  activities,  whereabouts, 
and  companions  on  a  certain  date.  Don’t  lose  your  cool. 
DON’T  TALK  TO  THE  FBI. 

A  look  at  reasons  people  have  given  for  talking  with  FBI 
agents  and  the  repercussions  of  their  cooperation  shows  that 
the  safest,  most  defensible  thing  we  can  do  is  state  im¬ 
mediately  that  we  do  not  wish  to  speak  with  FBI  agents  and 
to  close  the  door,  if  open,  in  their  faces. 

Pitfall  I;  “I’ll  talk  now  so  they’ll  leave  me  alone.” 

So  far  the  opposite  has  been  true.  The  likelihood  of  con¬ 
tinued  harassment  greatly  increases  when  someone  demon¬ 
strates  a  willingness  to  talk  to  the  FBI. 


Pitfall  II:  “I  don’t  know  anything  important  anyway ...” 
Keep  in  mind  that  the  FBI  is  engaged  in  massive  information 
gathering.  Seemingly  innoeent  information  —  who  was 
working  at  a  certain  place  at  a  eertain  time,  for  example,  or 
who  a  certain  person’s  friends  are  —  helps  establish  a  data 
bank  which,  serving  as  a  guide  for  police  surveillance  and  in¬ 
filtration,  ean  lead  to  further  harassment  of  individuals  and 
the  destruction  of  community.  No  FBI  agent  asks  idle 
questions. 

Pitfall  III:  “I  won’t  tell  them  anything  they  don't  already 
know. 

They  may  well  lead  you  to  think  they  know  more  than  they 
actually  do.  In  fact,  they  may  be  merely  guessing  or  testing 
unreliable  information  or  seeking  to  “legally”  substantiate 
information  they  have  gathered  by  illegal  means. 

Pitfall  IV:  “I’ve  got  nothing  to  hide  —  why  not  answer 
them? 

Our  innocence  is  to  be  assumed  —  we  don’t  have  to  prove  it 
to  anyone.  Those  who  have  tried  this  approach  have  found 
their  answers  severely  distorted,  taken  out  of  context,  and 
used  against  them. 

Pitfall  V:  “Why  not  try  to  find  out  what  they’re  after?” 

Getting  information  from  a  highly  trained  agent  requires 
considerable  skill.  Don't  try  to  outwit  them  at  their  own 
game.  Tell  them  to  leave  immediately.  They  are  trained  in 
interrogation  techniques,  psychological  trickery,  all  sorts  of 
ways  to  gel  you  to  talk. 

Pitfall  VI:  “I’ll  mix  them  up  with  a  bunch  of  lies.” 

Again  you  are  risking  having  to  testify  in  court  —  and 
penalties  for  perjury  are  worse  than  for  non-collaboration. 
There  is  no  law  requiring  us  to  talk  to  an  FBI  agent  —  but  it 
is  a  federal  crime  to  lie  to  them.

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Out  and  Active  on  Campus: 
An  Alliance  of  Gay  Groups

As  the  fall  approaches  and  the  leaves  begin 
to  don  their  getups  before  stepping  out, 
thousands  of  students  come  to  New  England  to 
attend  its  numerous  and  varied  colleges  and 
universities.  For  the  benefit  of  those  lesbians 
and  gay  students  who  are  returning  or  are  new 
to  the  area,  GCN  wishes  to  welcome  you  by  pro¬ 
filing  a  relatively  new  organization  which  may 
help  to  make  your  academic  journey  a  bit  easier 
and  more  enriching. 

What  is  today  The  Boston  Intercollegiate 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Alliance  (BILGA)  was  merely 
an  idea  a  year  ago  when  Bruce  Sesnovich,  a 
student  at  Northeastern  University,  thought  the 
time  was  right  for  local  lesbian  and  gay  student 
groups  to  come  together.  He  contacted  the 
leaders  of  these  groups  and  in  October  1982  an 
initial  meeting  was  held  at  Northeastern  Uni¬ 
versity  attended  by  representatives  from  North¬ 
eastern  University  Lambda,  Northeastern  Uni¬ 
versity  School  of  Law  Lesbian  and  Gay  Caucus, 
Harvard-Radcliffe  Gay  and  Lesbian  Student 
Association,  Babson  College  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Alliance  and  Gays  at  MIT  (GAMIT).  After  a  few 
revisions,  a  name  for  the  organization  was 
decided  upon  and  a  constitution  was  drawn  up. 
Since  the  first  meeting,  other  campuses  have 
joined  the  alliance:  Brandeis  University 
Triskelion,  Boston  University  Gays  and  Les¬ 
bians,  Boston  College  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Alliance,  Tufts  University  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Community  and  Wellesley  Lesbians  and 
Friends. 

As  stated  in  the  constitution,  the  overriding 
intensions  of  the  group  are  to  unite  lesbians 
and  gay  students  attending  Boston-area  col¬ 
leges  and  universities,  to  publish  a  monthly 
newsletter,  to  assist  new  lesbian  and  gay  stu¬ 
dent  groups  and  to  provide  a  forum  for  further¬ 
ing  the  goals  of  Boston-area  lesbian  and  gay 
student  organizations. 

According  to  Sesnovich,  “Ten  student 
groups  can  meet  the  needs  of  a  student,  where¬ 
as  one  group  cannot.  With  the  formation  of 
BILGA,  students  can  now  become  more  inter¬ 
collegiate  and  participate  in  activities  with  stu¬ 
dents  from  other  campuses.” 

At  its  core  is  the  BILGA  board  of  directors, 
which  is  the  organization’s  governing  body.  It  is 
comprised  of  representatives  from  each  of  the 
member  groups  and  each  campus  is  entitled  to 


one  vote  in  policy  decisions.  Some  of  the 
schools  select  a  permanent  representative 
while  others  may  alternate  or  send  a  number  of 
representatives  to  a  meeting.  Board  meetings 
are  held  at  2:00  on  the  third  Sunday  of  the 
month  during  the  academic  year  and  the  loca¬ 
tion  is  rotated  among  the  different  member 
schools. 

This  past  April  the  board  elected  its  ex¬ 
ecutive  committee,  consisting  of  a  chief 
facilitator  (David  Childers  of  Babson  College), 
two  co-assistant  facilitators  (Becky  of  Harvard- 
Radcliffe  and  Donna  of  Wellesley),  treasurer 
(John  of  Boston  College),  secretary/calendar 
coordinator  (Mathew  Hayes  of  Boston  Univer¬ 
sity),  and  media  representative  (Michael 
Sullivan  of  MIT). 

The  board  of  directors  meeting  is  a  time 
when  the  groups  can  connect  to  share  ex¬ 
periences,  to  keep  one  another  abreast  of  the 
current  status  of  each  member  group,  to 
publicize  individual  activities  and  dances  and 
to  make  a  grand  schedule  for  these  events  in  an 
attempt  to  avoid  time  conflicts. 

On  occasion,  the  board  meeting  is  a  time 
when  a  number  of  groups  join  together  to  co¬ 
sponsor  a  campus  dance.  Last  spring  the 
groups  from  Boston  College,  Wellesley  and 
Babson  organized  a  dance  at  Babson  and  also 
in  the  spring  many  of  the  member  groups  spon¬ 
sored  a  dance  at  Tufts.  Says  David  Childers, 
“By  making  these  dances  intercollegiate,  it 
was  possible  to  have  the  first  gay  and  lesbian

dances  ever  at  Babson  and  Tufts.  It  couldn’t 
have  happened  if  we  didn’t  combine.” 

Practical  information  is  also  exchanged  at 
board  meetings.  Topics  include  how  to 
organize  and  run  a  dance,  how  to  raise  money, 
how  to  gain  official  recognition  for  a  campus 
group,  how  to  get  office  space  and  telephones, 
how  to  publicize  a  group  and  increase  member¬ 
ship  and  how  to  push  for  equal  employment 
benefits  on  the  basis  of  sexual  orientation  as  a 
written  provision  in  the  school  charter  and  con¬ 
tract  legislation. 

Board  members  emphasize  that  any  lesbian 
or  gay  college  student  is  invited  to  attend  board 
meetings  whether  or  not  their  campus  has  a 
group  affiliated  with  BILGA.  A  student  doesn’t 
even  have  to  be  attending  a  school  in  New 
England.  Recently,  students  from  Oberlin  Col¬ 
lege  in  Ohio  and  others  from  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  attended  BILGA  board  meetings. 
They  were  given  ideas  for  developing  an  inter¬ 
collegiate  alliance  in  their  own  regions. 

For  those  who  attend  a  campus  where  no  gay 
or  lesbian  group  exists,  BILGA  can  offer  aid  in 
organizing  one.  As  Childers  relates,  “It  takes 
only  one  person  to  start  a  group  on  a  campus. 
For  instance,  at  Babson  College  one  student 
placed  an  ad  in  the  school  paper,  had  in¬ 
terested  people  write  to  a  box  number  and  the 
group  took  off  from  there.” 

BILGA  also  publishes  a  monthtly  newsletter 
consisting  of  a  one-page  two-sided  sheet  which 
is  sent  to  each  member  of  the  participating 
campus  groups.  Featured  in  the  newsletter  is  a 


summary  of  the  minutes  of  the  most  recent 
board  meeting;  a  list  of  recent  and  upcoming 
events  of  the  member  groups;  contact  people, 
meeting  times,  and  places  for  these  groups; 
and  some  information  about  BILGA.  The  news¬ 
letter  has  a  current  circulation  of  about  300  but 
the  group’s  leaders  hope  to  increase  this  to 
1000. 

Funding  for  the  newsletter  and  other  BILGA 
expenses  is  provided  by  donations  from  par¬ 
ticipating  groups  and  by  individual  members. 
Soon  a  T-shirt  bearing  the  BILGA  logo  will  be 
designed  and  sold  to  increase  revenue.  A  grant 
proposal  has  been  sent  to  the  Chicago  Re¬ 
source  Group  and  one  is  scheduled  to  go  to  the 
Haymarket  Foundation  for  funding,  which  will 
allow  BILGA  to  increase  its  services.  Donations 
are  always  welcomed  and  are  tax  deductible. 

BILGA  has  planned  some  ambitious  projects 
for  the  new  school  term.  One  of  these  is  what 
board  members  are  calling  their  first  Northeast 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Student  Leadership  confer¬ 
ence  to  be  held  on  the  Babson  College  campus, 
November  5  to  6.  Invited  to  attend  will  be 
leaders  from  the  estimated  44  lesbian  and  gay 
student  groups  in  New  England  and  New  York 
State.  Workshops  are  being  designed  to  help 
campus  groups  be  more  effective  in  meeting 
the  needs  of  their  gay  and  lesbian  student  com¬ 
munities  and  to  assist  these  organizations  in 
becoming  more  intercollegiate  in  scope. 

Some  of  the  proposed  workshops  will  deal 
with  how  to  be  out  on  campus,  ways  to  be  an  ef¬ 
fective  group  leader  and  prevent  burnout,  how 
to  do  community  outreach,  ways  to  organize 
political  activities  and  events,  how  to  combat 
homophobia  on  campus,  how  to  push  for  a  non¬ 
discrimination  policy  in  the  area  of  sexual 
preference  on  campus,  how  to  get  official 
recognition  for  a  campus  gorup,  effective  ways 
in  dealing  with  school  administrations  and  how 
to  obtain  funding.  Local  housing  will  be  pro¬ 
vided  for  conference  participants. 

Organizers  hope  that  those  in  attendance 
will  not  only  benefit  by  going  to  the  workshops, 
but  also  hope  participants  can  form  networks 
and  share  information  and  possibly  other  inter¬ 
collegiate  organizations  along  the  lines  of 
BILGA  can  be  established. 

Another  slated  BILGA  project  is  the  creation 
of  a  resource  book  which  will  serve  as  a  sort  of 
Gayellow  Pages  focusing  on  students  and  stu¬ 
dent  campus  groups.  In  it  there  will  be  a  profile 
and  a  contact  list  of  gay  and  lesbian  campus 
groups  throughout  the  Northeast.  The  book  is 
to  be  distributed  to  all  student  leaders  in  the 
region  and  will  also  be  made  available  to  book¬ 
stores,  hotlines  and  other  community  organ¬ 
izations. 

BILGA  organizers  hope  that  more  schools  in 
the  Boston  area  will  soon  have  member  chap¬ 
ters  and  hope  also  to  see  more  intercollegiate 
organizations  developing  nationwide.  Childers 
emphasizes,  “College  students  and  college 
groups  come  and  go,  but  we  want  to  be  a  stable 
organization.”  With  support,  this  goal  can  be 
achieved.
